The principal point decided is that although a 
contract physician cannot choose quarters over a com- 
missioned officer because he has no rank, yet he is 
entitled to allowance as a ist Lieutenant. The allow- 
ance of a 2d Lieutenant is the same as that of a ist 
Lieutenant; also that it seems but right that by virtue of 
the assimilated rank assigned bim—list Lieutenant, 
which is that of an Assistant Surgeon in the Army— 
he should be entitled to hold his quarters against the 
choice of a 2d Lieutenant. The decision further says 
that it would settle the question at any post if the com- 
manding officer should, under par. 1076, last clause, 
assign an allowance of 1st Lieutenant’s quarters near 
the hospital, to be occupied by the Acting Assistant 
Surgeon and not subject to choice.

The Fort Grifin Iragedy.—A report received from 
Fort Griffin, Tex., dated April 30, is to the following 
effect: Private Chas. J. McCaffrey, Co. J, 22d Inf., 
was shot last evening by Capt. Sumner H. Lincoln, 
10th Inf, and died in post hospital this evening. 
From the statement of Capt. Lincoln and others it 
appears that McUaffrey was intoxicated, and noisy and 
byisterous in the post trader’s store in the town of 
Griffin. Capt. Lincoln accosted bim and took him by 
the arm and led him out of the store and, puinting to 
ward the post, directed him to go to his quarters. As 
the captain let go his arm McCaffrey strack him on the 
chin with bis fist, whereupon the captaiu drew his 
Pistol and shot him in the neck, the ball evidently 
lodg‘ng in or near the spinal column. Capt. Lincoln, 
being under orders from his Department Commander 
to proceed with his company to another department, 
he was not arrested by Vapt. Irvine, of the 22d Inf., 
commanding the post, and he proceeded this afternoon 
with his company to Fort Worth en route to the De- 
partment in the East. This morning Capt. Lincoln 
was arrested by the civil authorities for murder on a 
warrant served by a deputy sheriff, and gave bail for 
his appearance when required for trial. Capt. Lincoln 
hes been ordered to return to Fort Griffin by Gen. 
Ord, commanding the Department of Texas. He wiil 
stand his trial by the civil authorities before any action 
will be taken by the military. The Secretary of War, 
it is understood, has made an application to the De- 
partment of Justice for the district attorney of Texas 
to assume charge of Capt. Linculn’s defence. Capt. 
Lincoln is a brother of the distinguished surgeon; Dr. 
Lincoln, of Griffin.

Army OFFICERS AND CaTTLE INsPRCTIONS.—Sec- 
ond Lieut, W. Allen, 12ch Iatantry, ip a report of an 
inspection of beef cattle at San Carlos, dated Camp 
Thomas, A. T., March 3, 1879, spoke of the actual 
benefit of an inspection, so far as the Army officer is 
concerned, as follows: ‘*‘He has no means of know- 
ing, nor is it his business to kaow, whether the ra- 
tions he receives ever fiad their way into the hands 
of those for whom they are intended. The cattle 
inspected are not marked in any way, and the same 
cattle might be presented twenty times, and he be 
none the wiser.” Commissioner Hsyt accordingly 
asked that the War Department should be “asked to 
instruct the iuspecting officers at San Carlos, and at 
all other agencies where their services are called for, 
to see that all cattle inspected by them are properly 
branded, and that no inspection certificate be sigoed, 
in the future, until the Inspector has satisfied himselt 
that this has been done.” Oa the 30ch of April, the 
War Secretary wrote to the Iaterior Secretary, “I 
have the honor to inform you that the request of the 
Commissioner will be complied with,” and the neces- 
sary instructions for this purpose have been issued. 
It is rather singular that a statute obligation, clearly 
defined, should have been left so long 19 such a state. 
The branding ought to be, however, an effective pre- 
caution.

The correspondent of the New York Herald, writing 
from Washington on the 16th alt., makes the statement 
that the Western Democratic members of Congress are 
inclined to oppose the passage of the Army Appropria- 
tion bill, because they are urged to this course by nu- 
merous letters from their constituents.

The Constitution pr es 
a method by which the President’s veto can er- 
come. Then if the required two-thirds vote, cannot be 

tien an appeal lies to the people. And observe that 
fee President belongs to no privileged class; he claims 
witb us no divine right. hen there is a conflict be- 
tween any of our co-ordinate branches of the Govern- 
ment an appeal lies naturally to the power from which 
tney all spring. 

The people will not fail to sustain the party that 
truly represents them. Is it for the Democratic party 
to show a fear in the result of such an appeal? Do you 
think that the people are so dull that they cannot 
understand an issue so clearly made? Must it be 
reduced to the ‘physical fact of the disbandment of 
forty regiments and the abandonment of a hundred 
and fifty frontier posts? Party leaders pay but a poor 
compliment to the intelligence and good feeling of 
their followers. 

The only justification of such a course must be its 
urgency. What is it then? The appropriations of 
the nexi fiscal run from the 1st of July, 1879, to the 
18th of June, 1880. Is there any election within that 
oy in which the Army can interfere? Not one. 

hy then refuse an appropriation for this period? 
Moreover the President has pledged himself in the 
most binding way not to use the Army for any such 
purpose at all. He would not venture to violate a 
pledge so solemnly given, but even,party enmity could 
not suspect him of such insincerity. Ohio bas never 
been accused of producing traitors or despots. As for 
the Army, as I have said, it is forbidden to interilere 
under the severest pains and penalties You have 
here in Columbus one of the largest garrisous east of 
the Mississippi. Do you suppose the people of Ohio 
fear its interterence at the polls? There is not a pre- 
cinct in the State at which the people could not de- 
struy it. What nonsense. What an insult to the 
courage and independence of the voters of this country. 
An army of five hundred thousand could not overawe 
them, and more than that, an army of five hundred 
thousand could not be found that would attempt it. 

Pray consider the history of your Army. I have 
before me the first Army Register, that of 1784. There 
were then organized one regiment of artillery to one of 
infantry. 

The artillery regiment was made up of the Conti- 
nental artillery, which had been mustered into the 
Continental army in 1776, and some Pennsylvania 
companies. The First Regiment was organized from 
the Massachusetts brigade and two New Hampshire 
companies. 

These regiments bore on their banners and guidons 
the names of Bunker Hill, Long Island, Harlem 
Heights, White Plains, Trenton, Princeton, Brandy- 
wine, Stillwater, Germantown, Saratoga, Monmouth, 
Quaker Hill, Springfield and Yorktown. 

Then came the old Second Infantry, that marched 
from its camp at the mouth of the Olentangy river to 
take part in Wayne’s victory. The first batile on their 
list is that of the Maumee. The first battle on the 
banners of the Fourth Infantry is Tippecaaoe, the 
second, Maguago, in Michigan, where they fought side 
by side with a regiment raised in this valley by Duncan 

cArthur. Then all the old regiments with al! battles 
of the war of 1812 on their flags, and of the Creek, 
Blackhawk and Florida wars, and the battles in 
Mexico and of the Rebellion. An epitome in short of 
our country’s history—of its trial, progress and honor. 
It is possible that there are men who wish to see these 
banners laid.away, the men that follow them discharged, 
the maime and helpless veterans on the retired list, 
some of whom entered the Service during the last war 
with Great Britain, starve, and the traditions of all 
these glories lost?

AFFAIRS AT THE CAPITAL. 


WasHineton, May 28, 1879. 


WHILE no action has been taken up to this hour by 
the Senate on the nominations for promotion in the 
Army, we do not think there is much doubt of the 
confirmations being made within a few days. Those 
senators who were of opinion that the promotions 
could not lawfully be made, will not, as a general 
thing, vote against confirmation, now that a majority 
has decided against sustaining the resolution of the 
Judiciary Committee. But it is certain that there is 
some hitch somewhere, for at the executive session of 
Monday a number of confirmations up to the grade of 
captain was made, but no action was taken upon the 
large number of nominations that has been before 
them for some weeks. One senator who has been in 
favor of sustaining the Judiciary Committee, stated on 
Monday that he presumed that the confirmations 
would be made; but he thought that if the absent 
senators bad been here there would have been a 
majority against confirmation. There are something 
like twenty-five senators now absent, and there was 
only a tota) of forty-nine present at the executive 
sessions of last week. 

Should Mr. Goode’s three months’ Mexican war pay 
bill pass in its present form, we think it more than 
likely that the * three months’ compensation” would 
be construed to be three months pay proper for the 
officers and men of the Army and Marine Corps, while 
it has always been consideréd unfair to them, as the 
officers of the Navy would receive three months’ full 
pay, whereas many of them were never on shore in 
Mexico, and never did any thing wore than to have a 
pleasant trip to the Gulf. But the clause in this bill 
probibiting the payment of the extra pay to any of 
those whv have been dishonorably discharged from 
the Service, will prevent its 1 e in its present 
shape. Nearly all of the officers of the Navy who 
went South in 1861, were dishonorably discharged and 
not permitted to resign, and a great many officers of 
the Army who served in Mexico were dishonorably 
discharged, and thus cut oft from all benefit of the 
bill proposed by Mr. Goode. Sicce the introduction 
of the bill the ex-officers of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Co have made strong efforts to have this 
bill amended so as to strike out the prohibiting clause, 
and as their friends are in the majority in both Houses, 
they will doubtless succeed. But whatever may be

There has doubtless been a strong effort on the part 
of some persons to induce the President to withhold 
his action in the case of Gen. Fitz John Porter, or to 
induce him to disapprove the action of the board of 
officers who determined upon that case.

We 
believe that the President will soon take some action 
in this case, but what that action will be no one can 
yet tell. 

The Stanley case still hangs fire. General Sherman 
has given his opinion on it, and it has gone to the 
President. And here again comes in the interference 
of friends, who do not wish the President to approve 
of an acquittal, or of a slight punishment of Gen. 
Stanley, for the reason that such action would be a 
partial condemnation of Gen. Hazen. We venture the 
remark that in Gen. Jackson’s time these matters 
would have been settled in considerably less time.

PROCEEDINGS IN CONGRESS. 


The leading point of interest this week in Con- 
gress has been that the Senate Committee on Mili-

Tue result of some recent experiments by Wm. R. Grif- 
fiths, inventor ot a propeilor vearing his name, is to con- 
firm his conclusions that the width of the screw opening 
should be equal t> two-thirds of the diameter of the screw, 
and that the screw should be placed aft against the rudder- 
post.

THE Cleveland, Ohio, Herald of May 13 says: Capt. F. A. Ken 
dall, who is about to be superseded in his position as military 
director of Brooks's School, will go to Texas bearing the very kind- 
est regards of every one in Cleveland with whom he has been 
brought in contact during his stay here. By his gentlemanly de- 
meanor and uniformly excellent course he has endeared himself to 
the pupils and won the admiration of their parents. It is hoped that 
his successor will prove equally well liked. 


At the Royal Academy, this season, Mr. R. C. Woodville, an 
American painter, has a picture called “‘ Before Leathen, December 
3, 1757." The text is taken from Carlyle’s “‘ Frederick the Great:”’ 
“That same evening Frederick rode into the camp where the regi- 
ments he had were now all gathered out of their cantonments to 
march on the morrow.”” Old Fritz is riding into camp on a white 
charger, and past the line of Prussian troops—horse, foot and dra- 
goons—in their white and blue uniforms. ‘The men,” says Car- 
lyle, “all gave him good evening, which he cheerily returned. 
Some of the more veteran sort asked, ruggedly confidential as well 
as loyal, ‘ What is thy news, then, solate?’ ‘Good news, children, 
To-morrow you will beat the Austrians tightly.’ ‘ That we will, by 
~——,’ answered they. ‘ But think only where they stand yonder, 
and how they have intrenched themselves!’ said Friedrich. ‘And 
if they had the devil in front and all round them, we will knock 
them out, only thou lead us on!’ * Well, I will see what you can 
do; now lay down and sleep sound, and good sleep to you.’ ‘Good 
night, Fritz,’ answer all, as Fritz ambles on to the next regiment, 
to which, as to every one, he will have some word.”’ The London 
Times says: ‘‘It is the best battle picture of the year by a great 
way. We see the bare, slightly undulating plain, as Carlyle de 
scribes it, overhead the gray and threatening evening sky—the time 
drawing fast on for the bivouac sleep, the last before the longer 
and sounder sleep for so many of these stanch souls on the 
morrow.”’ 


HERE is one of those bits of news that are significantly called 
“important—if trne;’’ and the “if” must not be left out. The 
South Pacific Times, referring to the bombardment of Pisagua, 
says: “ At the beginning of the fight Rear-Admiral Rodgers, of the 
Pensacola, was putting off from the shore to his ship with a family, 
when a ball from the Chilian boats carried away his ensign.” 


OnE more of those venerable martial figures, relics of the Penin- 
sula, that were familiar, bobbing about on their horses, in Pall 
Mall, has now disappeared forever. This is Gen. Sir Francis 
Warde, K. C. B., an old Peninsula and Waterloo officer, and one of 
the oldest artillery officers in the British service. He entered the 
Army in 1809, and was present at the defence of Cadiz and at the 
battle of Waterloo. He attained the rank of Major-General in 1860, 
Lieutenant-General in 1866, and General in 1877. He was appointed 
a Colonel Commandant of the Royal Artillery in 1866, and was 
placed on the retired list in 1871. He was appointed K. C. B. in 
1873. Sir Francis Warde was 88 years of age. 


A DESPATCH from Paris announces the death of Jean Marie 
Joseph Theodore Saisset, of the French Navy. He was born Jan. 
13, 1810, and when 15 years old, entered the Naval School at Brest. 
Two years later, in 1827, he became a Midshipman, and then, in 
1832, an Ensign; in 1840, a Lieutenant; in 1846, a Captain, and in 
1863, a Rear Admiral. Having been given command of the eastern 
forts at the time of the investment of Paris, Admiral Saisset dis- 
tinguished himself on various occasions, notably at the occupation 
of the Plateau of Avron. He was promoted to be Vice-Admiral on 
Nov. 29, 1870. Being popular in Paris, he was elected, Feb. 8, 1871, 
Representative of the Department of the Seine in the National 
Assembly, taking his seat on the Left Centre, but he subsequently 
became identified with the party of the Right Centre. His son, a 
lieutenant in the navy, was killed by a German shell in Fort 
Montronge.

AN unpleasant story, vouched for by the Porte, is that Greek 
brigands recently ambuscated 46 Turkish soldiers in a forest in the 
district of Trikala: killed 14 of the soldiers, cut their bodies in 
pieces, and hung the pieces on trees. 


An Atlanta paper pays this tribute to the Army: ‘“‘ We have 
never seen a soldier at the ballot-box, or a voter deprived of his 
vote by a soldier or through fear of a soldier. We have 
never known or heard of an instance when a single Democrat even 
complained that they had tried to prevent him from voting or in 
other way molested him.”

A REPORT has been made by the Referee, in the suit brought by 
Mrs. Maria L. Granger, widow of Gen. Gordon Granger, against 
‘Thomas Blair, who was recently dismissed from a captaincy ia the 
United States Army. Mrs. Granger was married to Blair at her 
father’s home, in Kentucky, last September. When she learned 
from the result of his court-martial last winter that he had a wife 
living in Scotland, she began an action for the annulment of her 
marriage with him from its beginning. Blair did not oppose the 
action. The Referee has reported that Mrs. Granger's prayer 
should be granted, by the annulment of her marriage with Blair, 
and that the marriage should be decreed absolutely void from the 
beginning. The report was made on Monday to Judge Donohue.

They will bring the Marquis and the 
Princess to this country. 


REAR-ADMIRAL RopGERs and other members of the Light-house 
Board, were present, on the 27th May, at Locust Point, where the 
wooden steamer Manzanetia, 152 feet long, intended for light-house 
service on the California coast, was launched. 


ADMIRAL PorTER, in the current number of the North American 
Review, takes up the old San Domingo annexation project, points 
out its advantages, and says that it still ought to be carried out for 
the sake of preserving Sur use of the neighboring waters in time 
of war. The article is full of interest and suggestiveness. The 
Admiral seems to have had a hard time in San Domingo. Five 
sorry beasts, not over 44 inches in height, were all that he could 
procure for transportation into the interior; wandering incautiously 
into the forests one day he was set upon by five dogs and nearly 
torn to pieces, and having accepted an invitation to swing his 
hammock among fourteen negroes, he found to his horror on 
awakening next morning that he had been sleeping in a hut in- 
habited by lepers; and finally he was charged with being a spy. 
He arrived at the end of his journey across the island, with his 
clothes all in rags and his limbs so swollen as to give him con- 
stant pain, only to receive the news of the outbreak of hostilities 
with Mexico and the death of his brother, killed while searching 
for the body of Colonel Cross.

Tue French Administration of Fine Arts has ordered for the 
large hall of the Hotel-de-Ville at Belfort five decorative panels 
illustrating the history of the town. The artists chosen are 
Detaille, De Neuville, Tony Robert-Fleury, Albert Maignan and 
Lucien Melingue. The two former will paint the defences of the 
city during the Franco-Prussian war by General Lecourbe and 
Colonel Denfert respectively. 


Two Indian agents were confirmed by the Senate in executive 
session, May 23—John C. Smith, of New York, for the Pawnee 
Agency, Indian Territory; N. S. Porter, of Nebraska, for the 
Fort Peck Agency, Montana. 


On the afternoon of May 22, in New York, little Ellen Worden, 
daughter of Lieut. Worden, of the 7th Infantry, was lost and 
found. With her mother she was paying a visit in West 2ist 
street, between 5th and 6th avenues ; and in the afternoon she had 
been allowed to go out to play, in charge of an errand girl. The 
latter left her to return to the house with some message, and her 
little charge then disappeared. After about eight hours, a busy 
search revealed that she had brought up in a boarding house in 
12th street. 





Srnce the suicide of Lieut. Carrow, of the 7th Cavalry, at the 
Planters’ House, St. Louis, on the 19th, the press has circulated 
the story that, just before, he had received by letter, a rejection of 
his proffered suit to the daughter of the commanding officer of his 
regiment. So much was inferred from groping among the papers 
left in Lieut. Carrow’s room. But a different theory of the cause 
ef the suicide is ill health, on account of a chronic synovitis, or 
water gathering in the knee—an ailment caused byafall. His 
leave of absence was employed, in part, in taking medical advices 
According to the St. Louis Republican, “ nothing could be done 
that would bring him permanent relief,” and ‘the most rational 
conclusion seems to be that he became satisfied that he should 
always be a cripple while he lived, and this goaded him to it.” A 
St. Louis despatch to the Chicago Times says that Lieut. Carrow 
had fallen a victim to the love of drink, which stood in the way of 
his wishes, and led to his desperate act. 





In eulogizing Caleb Cushing, before the United States Circnit 
Court in Boston, General Butler told this story: ‘‘ In December, 
1860, Mr. Cushing deemed war a certain event. On the 23d of 
December of that year, with two or three personal friends at 
Washington, the certainty of the approach of war was discussed, 
and one of these friends turned to myself and said, ‘ Well, Gene- 
ral Butler, you are a general in the Massachusetts militia, and if 
the war comes you will have togo. You had better resign your 


‘commission now.’ ‘No, General,’ interposed Mr. Cushing, ‘cer- 


tainly not; it may be that to the military organization of the 
North the country will have to look for ite safety.’ Then, lost in 
thought for a moment, he looked up and said: ‘What would one 
give to know which subaltern of the United States Army will be 
the next President of the United States ? ” 


Tue London Truth says: ‘A correspondent writing from Con- 
stantinople says the characteristics of the Khedive’s early boy- 
hood have but developed themselves in the man, Ismael, Halim, 
Nubar, etc., were all boys together at the Ecole Militaire at Paris, 
and Ismael was conspicuous for his want of veracity and pluck.

SeveraL of the recent competitive naval essays 
give considerable attention to the important subject 
of messiug and mess service aboard ship, which is 
one that very greatly concerns the comtort, bappi- 
ness and finances of those whose lot causes them to 
go down to the sea in ships, These three features of 
mess life are far from uniform in the Navy, and de- 
pend more largely now than ever before upon the 
judgment and managing faculties of the caterer. A 
mess may be dignified or di-orderly, happy or un- 
happy, moderate or costly, as the chosen rnanager 
inclines, Apropos of this, may be mentioned the 
very happy and prosperous ward room mess of the 
Plymouth, which was dissolved by the ship being put 
out of commission at Portsmouth. This mess was 
organized in 1874 upon a very expensive and elegant 
scale, under the impression that the ship was going 
to make a second cruise in Europe, but she was 
radely diverted from the classic shores of Italy to 
the tepid waters of the Gult of Mexico, and at the 
ead of eighteen months, which included a dismal 
experience off Brazgs and the Rio Grande, only a few 
samples of glass and linen and the tasteful pictures 
on the walls remained, It became necessary to refit 
at Norfolk, and under the administration of a new 
caterer the monthly mess bill was reduced from $40 
to $30, without any perceptible change in the bill of 
fare or the hospitality of the mess, which is famous 
from Aspinwall to Halifax. The customary mess 
entrance fee was done away with, and the above 
modest gum not only paid all of the current ex- 
penses, Bat enabled the caterer, Lieut. Swift, U. S. 
N., to umulate reserve enough to cmit assessing 
ope month’s dues, to release the steerage mess from a 
debt contracted when it was in difficulty, and to de- 
clare a divide.d of $30 per member when the mesa 
broke up. Ia addition to this, there will be a small 
supplementary dividend from a balance in the hands 
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Swift’s predecessor, and was delayed in making his 
final settlement complete.

ANNAPOLIS, May 26, 1879, 


Tue conclusion of the libel suit of Prof. Bernard 
Maurice against Rear-Admiral John L. Worden in 
favor of the defendant, in Baltimore, last week, bas 
given satisfaction to the Admiral’s friends bere. 
They are indignant, however, thit he should have 
been made to pay so severely, for his defence, in 
time, patience and pocket. The case you have no 
doubt already had reported by telegraph. The court 
in Baltimore decided that the Admiral’s endorse- 
ment was one of privilege from a subordinate to a 
superior officer. The plaintiff will appeal, but it is 
believed here that the Court of Appeals will sustain 
the decision of the lower court. His other case, of 
alleged debt for French lessons in the Admiral’s 
family, is already in the Court of Appesls, where a 
final decision will be reached in a few days, 

The programme of the annual examination of the 
United States Naval Academy, beginning June 2, 
1879, is as follows:

Four shots were 
made at the target, and all show improvement in 
sim, The cadets are evidently getting ready for the 
trying ordeal of annual examinatien.

The Naval Academy authorities, under the initia— 
tive of the present superintendent, are gathering for 
the library the portraits of all the superintendents of 
the institution since its foundation in 1845. They 
have recently added that of Captain Franklin 
Buchanan, the firat superintendent. It is a five 
photo crayon of life size, and has been bung in the 
green room of the library. The library has besides 
thie portrait those of Superintendents Blake, Rogers, 
and Worden. 

The swift improvement of cadets at the Naval 
Academy in the art of drawing mechanical designs 
is something remarkable. The cadets who have been 
there but eight months (the fourth class men, or 
“ plebs,”) exhibit most accurate specimens of work, 
whilst the seniors, or first class men, have acquired 
that delicacy of touch and sharpness of outline that 
belong to professionals. 

The signs of preparation are almost everywhere 
apparent at the Naval Academy fcr the reception of 
the Board of Visitors and the cruise of cadets.

ApMIRAL Worpen’s Lipset Surt.—The trial of the 
case of Bernard Maurice against Admiral John Wor- 
dep, removed from Anne Arundel County, began in 
the Common Pleas* Court io Baltimore, May 20. In 
1874 Maurice resigned the positiun of Assistant Profes- 
sor of French at the Annapolis Naval Academy, Ad- 
miral Worden indorsing on the back of the resignation 
as follows: ‘‘ This resignation is tendered in conse- 
quence of charges of a very grave character brought 
against Mr, Maurice by resp nsible persons in the City 
ot Annapolis, such as tuking grossly improper liberties 
with the persons of very young girls. Toe charges 
seem 80 well authenticated that I deem it important 
that his connection with the Academy should terminate 
with as little delay as possible.” In 1875 Maurice ap- 
plied for the Professorship of French in the Maryland 
Agricultural College, and this indorsement prevented 
his securing the positiun, and he brought suit for $20,- 
000 damages for libel. Mrs. Maurice, who firmly be- 
lieves in her husband’s innocence, testified that she 
called upuvn A:.miral Worden to inquire into ths mat- 
ter and he said he wrote the indorsewent; that he never 
heard more than one complaint preferred against her 
husband of the character named, made by Professor 
Dashiell, of St. John’s College, and he for private 
fnmily rvasons wished no investigation made, which 
Mrs. Maurice thought the Admiral should in justice 
have granted her husband. On the 231 the jury, under 
instructions from the court, rendered a verdict for the 
defendant. The case will now go to the Court of Ap- 
peals on the exceptions taken by the plaintifi’s counsel. 
The ground of the defence was that the endorsement 
was in the nature of a privileged communication, and 
was actually required of the Admiral in the line of his 
duty. 

Judge Brown, in sustaining the decisive motion of 
Admiral Worden’s counsel to strike out the endorse- 


ment, a8 a privileged communication to the Secretary | P 


of the Navy, his superior officer, said that an officer 
in such cases was required to express his views, and it 
would have been a breach of duty to have failed to do 
so, Admiral Worden may have acted hastily, he said, 
and possibly reached a conclusion without having a 
full knowledge of the facts, or, as alleged, by the 
plaintiff, maliciously, But be was required by the 
law to form and express an opinion in such matters, 
and he did do so. It would be fatal to the discipline 
requisite to be maintained in the naval service, it for 
so doing he, as a public officer in the performance of 
such duty, should make himself Jiable to be tried and 
sufter penalties, The plaintiff, on becoming a teacher 
in the Academy, made himself amenable to the regula~ 


tions of the Navy. But he was by no means left with- 
out redress. He could have had a court-martial. 
Though not likely to obtain damages, he would have 
been aftorded vindication. It will be seen from this 
press digest of the ruling that the judge refrained from 
iodicating any opinion upon the facts with regard to 
the assertion ton = in the endorsement, but put it upon 
the strictly legal ground of a privileged communica- 


tion.

THE OLD HARTFORD. 


TWENTY years ago to-day (May 27, 1879) this good 
ship wae first commissioned, at Boston, under flag 
officer C. K. Stribling and Captain Charles Lowndes, 
both of whom are living; one the senior rear-admiral 
on the retired list, and the other a commodore on the 
same list. 

The Hartford was launched at the Boston Navy-yard 
in October, 1858; she was built of excellent material 
and by skiiled mechanics, and was a very sound and 
strong ship in every way. 

She sailed from Boston on the 25th of June, 1959, 
and served for more than two years as flagship of the 
China squadron. 

Returning to Philadelphia in December, 1861, she 
was immediately fitted out, and in January, 1862, was 
put in commission again as the fligship of Farragut. 
Under this great captain she served during the war, 
and made forever memorable her many fights on the 
Mississippi River and at Mobile Bay, and she was 
always victorious in battle. 

After the war she was thoroughly repaired and sent 
to China, where she served for turee years as the flug- 
ship of Rear-Admiral H. H. Bell. 

In 1872 she was sent a third time to Chiza, and 
served three years as the flagship. Returning to New 
York in the fall of 1875, she was immediately re-com- 
missioned as the fligship of the North Atlantic equad- 
ron, and has remaived in commission ever since, at 
present being the flagship of the South Atlantic 
squadron. 

The Hartford has been in commission more than 
fifteen years in the past twenty, and probably bas had 
more fighting and active cruising than any vessel of 
our Navy ever had in the same length of time.

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Cast STEEL ARMOR FoR Surps.—The material of 
which thick armor should be made, says Mr. Barnaby, 
is now the subject of anxious experiment in Germany 
and France, as well as in Italy and England. Steel 
and other alloys of iron are so little known or under- 
stood, that there is a large field for experiment open _ 
for the armor plate maker and for the artillerist, Steel 
has been tried many times alone, and in combination 
with iron, but it never gave enough satisfaction to 
secure its adoption until experiments were made at 
Spezzia with plates 55 centimeters thick, manufactured 
by Schneider and Oo., at Creuzot. With these the 
Italian government were so well pleased that they are 
plating the Dandols and Uuilio with such plates. Those 
of us who visited the French Exhibitjon last year may 
have seen a steel armor plate produced by tais firm, 
bent to the form of a turret, 32 inches thick, and 
weighing 65 tons. Those who went to the works at 
Creuzot, by favor of Mons. Schneider, may also have 
seen an i. got of cast steel, sultable for making an 
armor plate, and weighing 120 tons. The rival firm 
of Terre Noire exhibited armor plates of steel which 
had not been hammered, or rolled, or otherwise forged. 
They were simply cast plates, tempered in oil, and 
annealed. Judging from the admirable series of speci- 
mens and tests and analyses, the manufacture has 
already attained a large degree of precision, and is full 
of promise. I believe that the Ltalian government 
will shortly test some of it with the big Eiswick gun, 
and it may be that blocks of cast steel will revolu- 
tiouize the manufacture of armor by making the roll- 
ing operations unnecesvary, and ine * down the 
cost to that of ordinary large castings. The French 
government have also made maoy experiments with 
steel armor at Havre, but have not yet satisfied them- 
selves that they should give up wroughtiron. Experi- 
ments with steel in England have shown that steel can 
be made of great hurdness, so hard that it will break 
up all projectiles which strike it, and that will nut 
suffer seriously io doi:g so. Sir Ji seph Whitworth 
hae obtained some most remarkable results in this 
direction, and he 1s still pursuing the inquiry.

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RIFLE PRACTICE IN THE ARMY. 


Tue Army is a conservative body, and therefore 
moves deliberately in the examination and adoption of 
new echemes in organization, instruction and disci- 
pline. The militia, on the other hand, being composed 
of civilians, takes up a new ideain military matters 
with all the rapidity which a fashion or novelty pro- 
verbially secures ic civil life. Hence, we have seen 
the history of the rifle movement in England repeating 
itself here—that is, the and volunteers there took 
it up first, and secured wonderful proficiency in 
marksmanship before the Army got ready to move; 
and so it has been here. 

Now, however, our Army, like the British, is thor- 
oughly aroused to the importance of skillful marks- 
manship, and is bringing toits pursuit the advantages of 
superior organization and diecipline and of professional 
military life. We gave last week some extracts from 
the Circular, issued last month from the Military Divi- 
sion of the Pacific, Msjor-Gen. McMowell command 
ing, intwhich excellent suggestions are laid down. As 
the subject is so important, we will describe, from a 
review of a considerable number of recent official cir- 
culars, what has been done and is doing in that De- 
partment, to secure creditable skill with the rifle. 

We note that monthly reports are required to be for- 
warded to the Department Headquarters from each 
post. Al) enlisted men except hospital stewards, and 
ordnance and commissary sergeants, are required to 
attend target practice once a week, the practice being 
supervised by a commissioved officer. Hunting by 
the men is encouraged, facilities being aftorded for the 
purpose in the available localities. Ammunition for 
target practice with muzzle-loaders is furnished freely. 
Commissioned officers are ordered to practice with 
their commands, and the names of commissioned 
officers present at each target practice are to be given 
on the return blank. The practice is required to be at 
Creedmoor targets—ten shots to be fired at a practice, 
‘* generally commencing with two or tbree shots at 100 
yards” Men are required to score 80 per cent. before 
passing to longer ranges. But we would suggest that 
while this rule is wise for 100 yards, at longer ranges, 
especial ly at 200 yards, 80 per cent. is too high a stand- 
ard to be required. At 400 or 500 yards, when the po. 
sition is different, a2 man who can never make centres 
from the shoulder may shoot very well. Firing at 3 
yards or less is to be from the shoulder, standing; from 
800 to 500 yards, in any position provided the head is 
towards the target. In firing ofthand, men are not 
required to assume the tactical poeition, but are recom- 








mended to place their feet 15 to 20 inches spart, as de- 


scribed in Wingate’s Manual. Aiming drill is also 
required. 

The form used for reports contains a diagram of 
targets so as to show the shots. It also gives the aver- 
age score and per cent. at each distance, the best shot 
and the worst shot of each command. These averages 
are published in circulars by the Division Commander, 
giving the names of the three best shots of each organ. 
ization and in the several departments. Some of these 
scores already attained are, it may be remarked, very 
high, running from 80 to 9 per cent. at 200 yards. 
Possibly these reports would be still more valuable, 
and afford better means of comparison, if the number 
of shots at the various distances were prescribed. On 
receipt of these returns, a letter from the Assistant 
Adjutant-General is sent to the commanding officers 
whose companies stand the highest, stating tbat the 
Division Commander has observed their scores with 
great satisfaction. A circular is sent to those whose com- 
panies have made the lowest scores, stating that theirre. 
cord shows that the range on which the firing was made 
was too great; that unless the men can make 20 (centres) 
at 100 yards they sould not fire at a greater distance, 
and that aman whocould not make 15 at 100 yards 
should praclice at a shorter range—from 75 to 50 yards. 
Whenever 80 per cent. 1s made at 200 yards, the range 
is increased to 300, “ the distance at which the greatest 
difficulty is experienced in making a good score.” 
The attention of the commanding officers is also called 
to the U. 8. Target Practice, Hans Busk on the Rifle, 
and Handbook for Hythe, and Wingate’s Manual, a: 
books to be studied. 

In a further circular the Division Commander states 
that ‘‘ the best shots are foundin companies where one 
or more of the officers are interested in the subject,” 
and recommends dividing companies into teams, and 
placing over each a non-commissioned officer as cap- 
tain, publishing the names of the best shots and best 
teams, weekly, and <flering badges and smali prizes. 
He also publishes extracts from Wingate’s Manual in 
regard to general practice, and particularly in regard 
to position and sighting drill, and says that “to suc- 
ceed at Creedmoor the team must score 84 1o 88 per 
cent. at 200 and 500 yards, and that the troops of the 
Division must endeavor to attain that degree of excel- 
lence. ‘‘The result of practice shows,” says the circu- 
lar, ‘‘that this may be obtained by every soldier in 1,500 
to 2,500 shots, and, with the improved sights, in 1,000 
to 1,500 shots.” A further point is made as follows: 

The troops are liable at any day to be called into the field to 
oppose enemies most skilful in war, quick to find cover, and well 
armed aud accurate shots at long range. There 1s no acquirement 
so great as that of good marksmauship. Soldiers can secure an 
advantage over Indians by becoming sure marksmen at ranges over 
150 yards, for that is the extreme distance at which Indians use the 
rifle with accuracy. 

Commanders are directed to endeavor to have their 
worst shots score 72 per cent. at 200, and 60 at 300, 
400, and 500, oft hand. On fine days men should fire 
15 to 30 shots with a rest between each five. During 
the spring, all that remains of the annual supply of 
ammunition for targets should be expended in careful 
practice during a few weeks. Company officers are 
directed to practice frequently with each other, and 
occasionally with their companies. He remarks : 


“* Good marksmanship in garrison should be a pleasure, and ir its 
results cannot fail to beget in the men a fearless independence 
when thrown upon their own resources—when separated from 

’ 


their commands.’ 
Three months ago Gen. McDowell offered a silver 


medal to the best shot in each department, and an- 
other for the best shot in the division, to be com- 
peted for by the winners of the others—the compe- 
tition for the department prizes to be confined to the 
best shots in the several posts shown by their reports 
for May and June. The three department prize win- 
ners are to be ordered to San Francisco to compete; 
the prizes are to be held for a year, and the name 
of the successive holders are to be inscribed thereon, 
and in establishog ranges the Division Commander for- 
warded, a month later, to each company, four third- 
class paper targets, and twelve paper discs, in seg- 
ments (comprising bull’s-eye and centre), one 2d-class 
target and four discs, one Iist-class target and two 
discs, and arranged to have them supplied quarterly 
without requisition. The paper targets are to be 
pasted one over another at the rate of one a month. 
When the centre, which receives the most bullets, is 
marred, the discs are to be pasted over it at the rate 
of one a week. The canvas of targets, if shot away, 
is to be replaced uy pasting condemned tents, etc.; and 
the targets to be kept under shelter. He also directs 
thatin firing, ‘‘the right thumb should be extended along 
the handle of tbe piece, instead of enveloping it to

rected to be permanently fixed at each 200 and 300 
yards firing point, so that the mfleman may test |

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shooting of his rifle and thus learn how much error 
is due to himself, and how much to his gun or am- 
munition. This last is a most excellent idea, to our 
thinking. Reports of each practice are directed to be 
made, ‘‘with suggestions as to what is likely to 
secure more perfect success.” The result of expeti- 
ments shows that the Lowell shell issued cannot be 
safely used more than six times. Caution is prescribed 
in using refilled shells to avoid their explosion while 
closing the breech block, for ‘‘ while the presence of 
the firing pin spring tends to shorten the life of the 
firing pin its absence tends to shorten the life of the 
8 ldier.” 

A model of a marksman’s badge has been sub- 
mitted to the company commanders, consisting of 
a strong wide metal clasp in the form of a rifle 
with a heavy corded ribbon inscribed respectively 
first, second, and third class riflemen, to be of three 
colors for the cifterent arms of the Service. 


Ia the circular on this subject it fs said : 


To be entitled to a first class badge the marksman should on 
some occasion have made 86 per cent. in ten shots at 200 yards, 
maintaining a general average of 78 per cent. For second class, to 
have made 80 per cent. in ten shots at 200 yards, maintaining a 
general average of 72 per cent. For third class, to have made 78 
per cent. at 200 yards, and maintaining a general average of 78 per 
cent. 


Company commanders desirous of procuring these 
decorations for their men, are to notify division head- 
quarters. They are then conferred with an appropriate 
ceremony, and the names of the recipients and those 
transferred from one class to another, announced in 
orders. General suggestions in regard to method of 
encouraging men to become good soldiers and reward- 
ing them for their skill, are called for from company 
commanders. 

We quoted last week from Gen. McDowell’s circular 
embodying extracts from Gen. Wingate’s article in the 
‘United Service Quarterly Review,” and we may now 
add that the directions thereto appended for front 
rank men to kneel during volley firing are eminently 
sound, and should be generally followed. In the Eng- 
lish service the front rank kneel at the command, 
‘* ready,” unless otherwise directed. No one can 
shoot well with a man bebind him firing behind his 
ear, and a rear rank man is always hampered by the 
man in front, particularly in file firing. Besides, the 
position the rear rank man has to take is not adapted 
to accurate shooting. 

The result of careful instruction is shown by the 
reports of the January and February practice, which 
show at 200 yards three scores of 90 per cent., two of 
84, one of 83, four of 81; at 500 yards, one of 77, one 
of 70, two of 65—the great pains taken in regard to 
oft-hand practice showing a high result as compared 
with the longer ranges. 

The scores in a subsequent match between two 
divisions of the 12th Infantry, ten shots at 200 yards, 
show that the winning team made an average of 3.83 
ashot. The average score, we may remark, made by 
the 7th regiment team, N. G. 8S. N. Y., at 200 yards, 
in the State match last fall, was but 3.73. All team 
scores reported to division headquarters which, like 
this, are above the general average, are published for 
the information and satisfaction of the division. 

In a recent letter to Gen. Wingate, Col. Kelton, of 
Gen. McDowell’s staff, says that he expects the Division 
to be represented next fall at Creedmoor by a team of 
men each of whose average scores will be at least 86 
per cent. on 100 shots/ It will be remembered that the 
score made by the winning team in the Inter-State 
match last year was but 81 points, and that was con- 
sidered an excellent performance. 

From the foregoing it will be seen that the Arm> is 
already taking the lead in rifle practice, as it ought to 
do, Many years have passed since we broached the rifle 
practice movement, and urged it with what may have 
seemed to some readers a tiresome persistency. But 
no one will now question the value of the results 
already reached, and those in prospect. Even to re- 
lieve the Army from the imputation of being less 
eftective with their own weapon than citizen soldiers, 
was ground enough for essaying the new movement of 
instruction; but of course the greates! benefi: is in 
securing that effectiveness for actual service which 
every year on the Indian frontier requires. 





THE ZULU WAR. 

Two important steps in the Zulu campaign have 
just been taken. The first is the opening of the reg- 
ular advance on Zululand; for operations of late 
have only been directed to repairing the early disus- 
ters. But the caution with which the advance is to 
be made is a significant tribute of respect to the 
prowess of Cetewayo. Col. Wood’s brigade is no 
longer intended to act independently on Col. Newdi- 
gate’s flank, but the two forces will amalgamate 
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when the invasion begins, The line of march wil\ 
probably be along the Umvelosi River. It is thought 
that the Zulus will make a strong stand to cover 
Ulundi, Still more significant is the announcement 
that instead of cutting loose from the base, and pro- 
ceeding like a movable column, a chain of fortified 
posts will probably be constructed as the invasion 
proceeds, to which escorted convoys will convey the 
necessary supplies. This must retard progress, and, 
instead of settling Cetewayo offhand, two campaigns 
for the purpose are now conceded. 

The second great step is the appointment of Gen. 
Sir Garnet Wolseley to be Supreme Military and 
Civil Commander of Natal, the Transvaal, and other 
districts included in the seat of war, it having been 
deemed wise in the emergency to divide the Cape of 
Good Hope Governinent into four districts. We have 
no doubt that this appointment will give genera] 
:atisfaction. In announcing it, in Parliament, Lord 
Beaconsfield said that while Gen. Wolseley would 
command Lord Chelmsford, the services of the latter 
officer would be retained. Persistent questions in 
the House of Commons brought out the assurance 
that the instructions given Gen. Wolseley would be 
consistent with a desire repeatedly expressed by the 
Government, to arrive at a speedy and honorable 
peace. He would be told it was not the Govern- 
ment’s object to extend its territory, but to take care 
of its present possessions; he would be instructed 
to receive and entertain any bona fide overtures for 
peace, It is clear enough that this is the most cred- 
itable as well as expedient way of doing. The fact 
that the Zulu chief defended his land heroically from 
a needless invasion, should be no argument for his 
extermination, ‘ Against whom does the charge of 
massacre now lie?” asks a correspondent of the 
London cho. “Two thousand five hundred Zulus 
killed, against 220 British ! How long, sir, is this to 
go on? Surely the equation of blood is at last 
worked out, for which we have been waiting since 
Isandhlwana!” This is an extreme way of putting 
the matter; but it is evident enough that British 
military honor needs no sacrifices on purely senti- 
mental grounds. Indeed, the conduct of officers and 
men has always been gallant enough, and no honor 
has been lost, though there was a fatal underrating 
of the enemy, which will not again be repeated. 








THE SOUTH AMERICAN WAR. 


AT last, President Daza has reached Jacna with 6,000 
mep, and will now probably join forces with Peru for 
a combined land and naval movement against Chili. 
The Diplomatic Corps resident in Lima have protested 
to the Chilian Admiral Robolledo against the bom- 
bardment of unfortified places containing neutral 
property. However, the following from the Panama 
Star and Herald puts another face on the matter : 


It appears from information which we have received from pri- 
vate sources that the bombardment of Pissqua and Mollendo 
were not se entirely acts of vandaiism as the Peruvian press and 
the government would leave the world to believe. It would 
seem that the oats sent frum the Chilian ships were ordered, 
first, to advise the authorities that they must consider their port 
as under blockade, and, secondly, in order to make the blockade 
more eftectual, to remove, or, if necessary, cestroy, the launches 
in the port. In the foremoet of the boate, as they neared the 
shore, a Chilian officer stood in the bow and exhibited a large 
official envelope, and made signs that he wished to communicate 
with the people on shore, These signals were disregarded, and 
when the boats were within a hundred yards or so from land a 
hot fire was poured into tbem, killing and wounding several, 
which compelled the Chilian force to retire. The Peruvian 
papers admit that their troops fired on the boats ang drove them 
oft, and there is no doubt that the first firing was from volun- 
teers on shore, launch owners and their employees, in which the 
military afterward joined. One body of soldiers fired from an 
eminence immediately in the rear of the English Consulate, and 
over that building, upon which the consular flag was flying. This 
wae done in direct opposition to the vigorous remonstrances of 
the English Consnl, who represented that the consular building 
was occupied by many women and children, who had taken 
refuge there thinking it secure from attack, while if the truops 
persisted in firing from behind that building as a as 
they were doing, the result would be that the fire of the Chilians 
would firet be directed against that apparent centre of attack. 
The resalt justified the Consui’s fears, for the first shell went 
straight into the consulate building, killing several women and 
children, and in half an hour there was not enough of the estab- 
lishment left to swear by. ‘The affair at Mollendo was after the 
same fashion; boats ry | the shore were fired upon. In 
both ports the action of the Chilian commander was merely that 
of making r prisals for injuries inflicted upon his officers and 
men. At least, such is the information which has been given to 
ur, and it is much more reasonable than the reports which reach 
us from our Peruvian contemporaries. No attempt was made to 
destroy Mollendo, or it would soon have shared the fate of 
Pisaqua. It must be observed also that there are not many com- 
manders who would have seen their boais fired upon and driven 
off shore without bringing artillery to their assistance, if for no 
other purpose than to cover their retreat. That Admiral 
Rebolledo did not immediately open fire from his ships when he 
saw his boats attacked is a proof of very considerable forbear- 
ance. Many men would have bombarded the place forthwith 
without granting three hours’ grace, and would have considered 
that they were administering righteous punishment. 


It may be said with perfect safety that no news 
coming from the seat of war in South America will 
fail to have two entirely different versions given of it 





by the opposing sides. 














Tux Indian tidings of this week have not yet de- 
veloped anything foimidable or of a general hostile 
character, although the grass is now up,and the sea- 
son for campaigning is at hand. But a sharp lookout 
is kept on the Canadian border. In various quarters, 
Iodian cattle-thieves are engaged in their usual plun- 
dering and murdering pursuits. 

On Sunday last, Gen. Miles left Bismarck for Fort 
Keogh, and the next day a company of 85 Canadian 
Mounted Police, under Col. MacLeod, startea for Ca- 
nadian posts along the line. One of Gen. Miles’s 
scouts says that Sitting Bull and five lodges recently 
moved north on his way to Saskatchewan, and that 
Long Dog promises to come south and give the whites 
a tussle. A story from Helena, Montana, is that five 
men were attacked by Yanktonnais Indiang while on 
the way from Fort Keogh to Fort Assinaboine, and 
only got away, after a fight, by losing their horses and 
wagons. Near Fort Macleod the Indians are killing 
cattle, but it seems to be in order,to stay the pangs of 
hunger. 

The Ponca excitement at Omaha seems to have died 
away for the 





Omana and Cheyenne are fighting over General 
Order No. 6, Department of the Platte, which, best. 
tells the story of the cause of the trouble in its own 
language : 

The store houses at this post being now completed, the depots 
at Omaha will without delay bee discoutinecd. All stores 
thereat which cannot with propriety be sent to the Cheyenne 
depote, will be removed to this post. Officerson duty at the 


depots in Omaha will, on or before June 1 next, take quarters at 
this post. 


We have received advices from both cities, the one 
indignant and the other enthusiastic over this change 
in the quartermaster’s headquarters. In fact, the 
citizens of Omaha have held a public meeting in the 
Court house to protest against the removal. And 
now the Cheyenne Leader says: “ Perhaps it would 
be in place for the citizens of Cheyenne to meet in 
mass assemblage and pass resolutions. Surely we 
have as much ground to claim publicly the right 
which the Government wants to give us, as the Oma. 
has have to object. We have the best case of the 
two, notwithstanding the adage that ‘ possession is 
nine points of the law.’ At apy rate, we have jus- 
tice and authority on our side, and we should de- 
mand our righte.” The strife is one that may yet 
last some time ; for, as the Leader exultingly says, 
“The value of the purchases made for the Depart- 
ment of the Platte amounts to over $1,500,000 an- 
nually, and this trade will come to Cheyenne,” 








THE closing exercises, tor the school year, of the 
Hampton Normal Institute, were attended on the 22d 
by officers from Fort Monroe and from the Navy- 
yard, and by Secretaries McCrary and Schurz, and 
other gentlemen from Washington. [ao front of Vir-~ 
ginia Hall, where the exercises were held, the cadets 
were inspected by Capt. Romeyao. The point of spe- 
cial interest was the work which Gen. Armstrong has 
been doing during the past year in educating a num- 
ber of Indian youth on the same methods that have 
long been applied to colored youth of both sexes, 

The average attendance at the Institute during 
the year has been 275, and 64 of these pupils have 
been Indians. The cost of tuition, $70 per annum, 
is met by acholarships or subscriptions of benevolent 
persons; that of living, $10 per month, is met, or in- 
tended to be, by the work of the pupils. They have 
a farm of nearly 200 acres, and workshops of various 
sorts. But of the total annual cost, $40,000, of main- 
tainiog the school, the State of Virginia pays one- 
fourth, $10,000 ; and for the Indians, also, $167 a year, 
each, is charged to the United States Goverament. 
The first Indians were brought to Hampton a year 
ago last April, consisting of 17 of those Cheyennes 
and Kiowas that had been sent up from St. Augus- 
tine, and who, by private benevolence, were sent to 
the Hampton school. The Government afterwards 
added 40 Indian boys and 9 girls, from the West, to 
the number. Each Indian rooms with a colored pu- 
pil, and they have thus far got on well together 
Should they remain three years, as is contemplated, 
and then return to their tribes, it is believed that 
they would have a good effect in civilization, Atany 
rate, the experiment is interesting, and all must 
wish it well, 








Iv will be recollected that at the time there was a 
deficiency in pay of the Navy, the officers of the U. 8. 
ship New Hampshire, who had been receiving sea pay, 
were reduced to shore duty pay, and this has remained 
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so untii recently. The Secretary of the Navy hes 
given the subj-ct consideration, and in view of the 
fact that the New Hampshire is one of the vessels com- 
posing the North Atlantic squadron, that she is mvored 
several miles from Port Royal, anu that the officers 
have, in a measure, sea duty to perform, and are sub- 
jected to expense as great as if they were on regular 
cruisers, has decided to allow them sea pay from the 
1st of May. In this matter of sea pay there seems to 
be no forcible reason why any officer, whc is doing 
duty on a vessel in commission, and is required to live 
on board, and especially to maintain a family ashore, 
should not be allowed sea psy. The statute says: 
** No service shall be regarded as sea service except 
such as shall be performed at sea, under the orders of 
a department and in vessels employed by authority of 
law.” Sea pay is the sequel of sea service, but sea 
service is not necessarily service on a cruising sbip. 
The true copstruction or interpretation should be ser- 
vice ** sfloat,” as distinctive from service ‘‘ on shore.” 
The two are entirely diflerent, and for various reasons 
it is held by some officers that officers on duty efloat 
should receive more psy than those on duty ashore. 
But “* afloat” should comprise all vessels in commis- 
sion, whether as receiving ships, transports, tugs or 
cruisers. 











Tue celebration of Queen Victoria’s birthday, at 
Montreal, on Saturday last, was made the occasion of 
some pleasant interchanges of kiodly words between 
citizens of Canada and citizens of the United States. 
We remember that in his last annual report, Gen. 
Selby Smythe, who commands all the militia forces of 
the Dominion, wrote in the same friendly vein. This 
officer has now made five yearly reports io his present 
station, and his experience led him to say, in the last, 
of Canada’s big and growing neigbbor: * Happily, 
upon this continent the risk is not very great from 
foreign aggression, as the only people with whom any 
difference could arise, capable of giving much trouble 
by land, continue, and long may it be so! upon the 
most friendly and satisfactory footing. The two 
countries progress side ty side, as good neighbors, in 
the peaceful rivalry of developing their resuurces.” 
And on another page, reveriing to this subject, he 
saye: ‘‘ At no time did it ever appear less likely that 
we should have any misunderstanding with our friendly 
neighbor on this continent, our cousins by kindred 
and descent, than at the present.” Io our humble 
opinion the way in wLich these two neighbors have 
comported themselves during the past hundred years 
might be a good lesson to some European nations. 
Perhaps Canada feels peculiarly well disposed towards 
us just now, on account of that expensive codfish ball, 
whicb, without any bread, she lately administered to 
Brother Jonathan. She must admit that, with a 
pardonably wry face, he took his cod4eh pill like a 
little man. 








Tue compositor who “set” the very interesting 
article on the Hydrograptic Office, which was pub- 
lished Jast week, is hiding from the wrath of our 
correspondent, “ Ebbitt,” whose Col. John Zayloe he 
transformed into Zayler. ‘‘There are two hundred 
and fifty thousand Col. John Taylors,” writes the ex- 
act ‘ Ebbitt,” ‘‘but only one Cul.

Tne Anglo Afghan treaty of peace was signed on 
Monday by M.jor Cavagnari and the Ameer of 
Afghanistan. I: provides for the retention by Great 
Britain of important points in the Khyber and Pisheen 
passes, and agrees that Britith sympathizers in 
Afghanistan shal! be amnestied; that the Ameer shall 
be supported against foreign aggression; that the 
British Resident at Cabul shall be provided with a 
proper escort; that he shall have power to depute 
B.itish agents to the Afghan frontier on special occa- 
sions, and that the Ameer shall be permitted to send 
agents to Iudia. A telegrarh line to Cabul will be 
established. Commercial affairs will form the subject 
of a separate convention. The treaty seems to be 
satisfactory to the British, and is certain)y moderate 
in terms. Probably the British troops will remain at 
Kandabar until autumn, aod perhaps longer, as it is 
said tbat Yahoob Khaa’s brother Ayoub it at Herat 
proposing to seize Kandabar whenever it is evacuated. 








Tus London Zzaminer learns from Tiflis that fifteen 
Russian officers are now engaged in Persia organizing 
the Sbab’s forces. Ten of these are cavalry officers 


between the rack of captain and colonel, while the 
remaining five are drill instructors belonging to the 
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Don and Kouban Cossacks. Our impression had been 
that the entire charge of reorganizing the Persian 
army was undertaken by,the Austrian officers who 
were engaged for the purpose not jong since. Possi- 
bly the Russians may be under charge of the well- 
known Italian general who holds.an important army 
post in Persia. 














WE understand from good authority that there is 
a slight hitch in the last stage of the Hazen-Stanley 
court-martial. The sticking point concerns the 
question whether the proceedings of the Court re- 
quire submission to the President for review and 
sanction. This delays for the present the publication 
of the findings and the sentence, which, however, 





have been agreed upon. 








A CORRESPONDENT proposes the following for the 
consideration of Congress: 

** Be it enacted, etc., That so much of existing laws 
as limits the number of officers that may at any one 
time be on the Retired List of the Army is hereby 
repealed. Provided, That officers of the Army shall 
be placed upon the same and equal footing, and shall 
be re'ired from active service in the same manner, as 
o‘ficers of relative rank in the Navy.” 

Perhaps some officers who feel interested in this 
question may be disposed to discuss,the merits of this 


proposition. 








One of the rumors flying is that if Secretary 
McCrary resigns, to become United States judge in 
Iowa, he is to be succeeded in the War Office by ex- 
Senator Ramsey of Minnesota. But as Judge Dillon 
has not yet resigned, and as Secretary McCrary also 
has not yet resigned, it is rather premature to be nomi- 
nating a new War Secretary. 








Tue epecial board, of which Rear-Admiral Wm. E. 
Le Roy was president, was adjourned until further 
orders on May 26. The cases of twenty-three officers, 
who claimed to have been unjustly passed over by the 
promotions in 1866, were investigated. 





A pespatcH from Washington tothe Boston Journal 
says: “ The President has yielded to the strong pres- 
sure brought to bear upon him and will not approve 
the verdict of the Revising Board in the case of 
General Fitz John Porter. The voluminous papers 
have been referred to the Judge Advocate-General, 
and a new board may be convened, with instructions 
to receive the testimony ruled out by the recent 
board.” 








THE PARIS CANAL CONGSESS, 


The session of the Iaternational Canal Congress 
has been increasingly interesting as its labors have 
drawn to a close, and the process of elimination in 
the various plans has had something of the excite- 
ment of a well contested and doubtful game. 

According to the cable dispatches in the New 
York Herald, Commander Selfridge, on the 231 inst., 
made a speech in which he said that he could assure 
his hearers that the American people were absolutely 
impartial as to which one of the three or four pro- 
jects before the Congress was adopted, They con. 
fided entirely in the intelligence, wisdom, and fair- 
ness of this body, composed as it was of some of the 
most intelligent and competent scieatists and engi 
neers of Europe. Whatever decision the Congress 
reached would be accepted with respect and confi 
dence by the people of the United States. Commo 
dore Selfridge’s remarks were received with great 
applause, Rear Admiral Ammen, at a banquet given 
on the evening of the 26th, responded to a toast 
given to the foreiga members of the Congress, saying : 


Asone of the delegates sent by my government, I beg to ex- 
press a sentiment which I know is felt incommon by all who 
are present, whatever their native land—namely, * The weliare 
and prosperity of France.’ The delegates who are pr. sent from 
many and distant lands have been sent in respouse to a call 
from the geographical societies, to discuss an object whose rea!- 
ization whl form an epoch in the birtory of the world, and will 
bring nearer and bind all nations more closely together. May 
we not, therefore, offer our congratulations, and express the 
beilef that under the presidency of M. de Lersepe they ha e 
cleared the way ina = degree to the realizat:on of this grand 
idea ? I trust that, whetever d ff -repces of opinion now exirt as 
Lo the beet rou e by which to prosecute this great work, all will 
speedily yield to the close and careful calculations of the engi- 
neers, sided also by a more thorough knowledse and apprecia- 
tion relative to the material diffic ulties which, however viewed, 
bave heretofore embarrassed the question of an interocearic 
canal at the American isthmus. I ve, therefore, to propoee 
what I feel sure will be responded tv must cordially by ali the 
gueste present—namely, ‘Our congratulations, thanke, and obli- 
gations to the delegates from France who have so kindly and 
huspiiably received ue.

Of course these figures are of the highest im- 
portance, but in London their correctness is dis- 
puted, and a Paris despatch to the Daily Standard 
says: The sub-committee on the cost of the work 
reported that the Tehuantepec project would cost 
£40,000 000 without including the cost of terminal 
ports; the Nicaragua £28,500,000; the Panama 
£43,000,000, exclusive of indemnity to the railway 
company ; the San Blas £52,000,000; and the Atrato 
Nipipi route £44,000,000. 

On Tuesday, M. Levassaer presented the report of 
the Committee on Statistics, and M. Cirisole that of 
the Committee on Ways and Means. ‘Taking a pro- 
bable traffic of 6,000,000 tons, the latter report argued 
tbat 15 francs per ton should be the toll, to begin 
with. This would give 90,000,000 trancs, or $18,000,- 
000 annual revenue, and fully pay the interest on the 
capital, and the current expenses. Then an adjourn- 
ment was had until Thursday, to hear a final de- 
cision from the committee on Technique, between 
the Nicaragua and the Wyse routes. 

The Herald gives the following summary of the 
routes that have been most prominently discussed : 


If the international Congress now sitting at Paris decides in 
favor of a canal with locks (rather than a canal with a tunnel), 
the choice will be made between Wyee’s Tuyra-Atra'o and the 
Nicaragua routes. At present, as stated on Friday, opinion 
seems to favor the Nicaragua scheme, although four or five days 
will be required to make the trip tbrough the projected canal 
river and lake route f-om San Juan to Brito. Tne difference of 
time consamed in traversing the several canals will doubtless 
receive due consideration. The San Blas line is only 30 miles 
long; the Tuyra-Acanti 42 miles of tunnel and canal and 20 
miles of navigable river; the Tuyra-Atrato 110 miles of canal 
and river, and the Nicaragua 181 miles river, canal] and lake. 
No “turn outs’ wouid be necessary on the San Bias route, as 
the passage could be made in s'x hours with good tugs. ‘I'he 
question of constructing the locks long enough to receive both 
the ship and tuz boat presents many obstacles just as formidable 
as a tunnel. It is doubted if any lock couid be made strong 
enough to withstand the water preesure and s:ill capable of 
being readily handled. M. Lesseps favors a tunnel. He says 
the requisites of a practicable canal are, **No locks, good 
harbors and the utilization of tical rivers only.” Lieutenant 
Wyee is of the same opinion. Rear-Admiral Ammen severely 
criticizes the Tuyra-Acanti route in a recent pamphlet, and the 
cable despatch printed yesterday makes it clear that he favors 
the Nicaragua route. As to the money, Lesseps believes that 
$100 000,000 will be eubscribed within ninety days. The Sucz 
Cans] was built by popular subscription, and he says that is the 
way Wo raise the money. 


NICARAGUA AND ITS CANAL, 


The Nicaragua route seems to have the greatest number of 
friends. It certainly has the advantage of being the most 
thoroughly explored aud surveyed. It has so often heen 
described that it needs only brief mention here. The route 
traverses Nicaragua and Costa Rica. leaving the Atlantic at 
Greytown and ascending the River San Juan into the Lake of 
Nicaragua, and thence dropping by a series of locks and the Rio 
Grande River into the Pacific at Brito. The total distance to be 
traversed is 181 miles, of which 83 will have to beacanal. It 
contemplates excavation to the extent of 48,000,000 cabic 
metres and filling to the amount of 5,500,000 cubic metres. In 
all twenty-one locks wili have to be used. The advantages are 
that the land follows the water level of thecanal. Axainst 
this is to be set the entire absence of porte, and, worst of all, 
the instability of politics in the country traversed. The project 
has been examined by nearly every expiring party since 1851. 
Iis cust is estimated at $105,000,000, and believed to be the work 
of ten years. If thie canal shouid be constructed it will open up 
Nicaragua to the world, and under a better political organization 
she may become prosperous and more populous. 


THE 8AN BLAS ROUTE. 


The story of the survey of the San B'as route is briefly told. 
In 1864 a eurveying party went over the route carefully. Begin- 
ning on the Pacific coust, a good ha: bor was fouud in Chepillo 
aa! and the Bayaoo River couid be ascended for more than ten 
miles without impediment by the largest ships. and for eight 
miles further the nature of the ground was euch that the canal 
couid be readily cut. This brought the project to the foot of 
the Cordilleras. Those hills rise to the height of 1,500 feet, and 
a tunnel is the only thing possible. Commander Selfridge 
visited the Isthmus in 1870. He was especially directed to verify 
the San Bilas route as surveyed by MacDougal. He estimated 
the length of the tunnel at ten miles inetcad of seyen. This 
Statement dampened the enthasiasm with which the Sin Bias 
route had been at first received. 


THE ATRATO-NAPIPI ROUTE. 


Commande: Selfridge then ascended the Atrato and surveyed 
the Napipi route to Cupica Bay, recommended by Hamboldt. 
Selfridge’s prc ject is best characterized as the compusite plan, 
for it contempiates locks, a tunnel three miles long and a reser- 
voir and aquevuct to feed the summit level. He estimates the 
cenat to be in the neighborhood of $100,000 900 and the distance 
178 mile-. M. Leseeps came upon the eceve in 1875. He formed 
au international society to carefully investigate the project. A 
concession for a Darien canal had been granted toa M Gorgoza, 
and he set sail for Paris to lay his echeme before the society. 
He bad trie: to convince the politicians at Washington of the 
va'ue of his conc: ssiop, but had feiled. His plans were so 
visionary and bie claims so extravagant that he did not receive 
the atiention which the value of his concession probably de- 
served, 

WY8E'S ROUTE. 


Lieutenant Wyse made surveys of two canal routes (between 
the years 1876 and 1879) by way of the Galf of San Miguel and 
the Tuyra Kiver to the Atlantic. One of these foliows the 
vailey of the Tuyra River and one of it- branches, thence over 
the divide to the River Caguini, which empties into the Atrato.

THE GENERAL SERVICE CLERK. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


S1r: Increase of pay to the General Service Clerks 
on duty at the various Headquarters of the Divisions 
and Departments, has more than once been recom- 
mended in strong terms by some of the Assistant Ad- 
jutaut Generals of the Army immediately in command 
of them. Unfortunately, they have not secured the 
desired co- peration in the legislation of Congrese 
whicb is necessary to thatend. I have thought, and 
still am of the opinion, that officers who had sufficient 
power vested in them to order the organization of 
the General Service Corps in 1868, and to prescribe at 
that time the rates of commutations, still hold autho- 
rity to order an increase in such rates, without legisla- 
tive ensctment of Congress to that eftect. And while 
not presuming to dictate the course that should follow, 
I will simply ask why our commutations—at least of 
rations—should not be increased? 

We dese:ve this consideration by every reason of 
right and justicu. Our ability and standing certainly 
compare favurably with other clerks whom the Gov- 
ernment is willing to compensate with a salary more 
than double the «ggregate of our pay proper and com- 
mutations. Onr duties are not less onerous, and our 
services not less necessary than a civilian clerk’s, either 
of the Quartermaster’s or Subsistence Department. 
We will abide the judgment of our immediate execu- 
tive officers on this point. 

Why, sir, could not our commutation of rations be 
increased to one dollar from seventy-five cents per 
diem? This, ina month of 31 days, would augment 
our present monthly allowance $7.75. Not a large 
increase, but we need as much of this kind of com- 
mutation as the geveral service clerk in Washington, 
and probably more so on account of the voracious 
appetites created by the pure and invigorating atmos- 
phere of our western locations, which are not, how- 
ever, ours by choice, but of necessity. We have 
families to support and educate as well as the civilian 
clerk, who only performs kindred duties and no more.

THE NEW SIGHTS.

(whose delt is aimed at) is covered atall distances between that 
pointand the firer. He will also be struck for 75 yards beyond that 
point, This distance of 262 yards may be termed the range corres- 
ponding to the maximum dangerous space. Ow this account the 
men should be habituated in firing with the sight fixed at the 
nearest mark—that of 300 yards—and sbould be taught that with 
this elevation their fire will be generally the most effective.

THE NEW MODEL BREECH SIGHT. 
To the Kditor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Str : I send you an official description of the new 
model combination breech sight, with erasures and 
= alterations to correspond with the omission of 

ates. 

- Col. Burton, commanding the National Armory, has 
been very properly credited with the introduction of 
this improved sight, as indeed he well may be for 
many of the vital and essential features of our small 
arm system, It is to be observed, however, that there 
has been no radical change, either 1n principle or con- 
struction of the ‘* hausse,” except it be in the matter of 
greater refinement and delicacy of adjustment. The 
lateral motion of the eye-piece, I am informed, has 
been introduced at the instance of ‘‘ the target shoot- 
ets of the East (who) think that the whole of life is 
not to die, but to shoot at a target ;” whilst the slight 
change from the old form of V-shaped, notched eye- 
piece to the ‘‘ buckhorn ” notch is really regarded as 
an unimportant ionovation to please the hunter of the 
West. hroughout the description, it will be ob- 
served, that no mention is made of the ‘‘ buckhorn ” 
principle, but that the idea of reaching the mark by 
drawing a sight between the tangent line over top of 
** horns ” and bottom of notch, according to the judg- 
ment of the marksman, is totally ignored. Indeed, so 
far from hinting at such method, which, of course, 
would be utilized in battle if any:vhere, it is distinctly 
specified to run the slide to the 260 yards elevation for 
such occasions, fix it by the clamp, and aim at the 
enemies’ feet. This, as the writer takes it, hits your 
man anywhere within 400 yards range. But even this 
isno new scheme, for, turning to page 32, ‘* Pamphlet 
on Service Small Arms,” we find : 

‘* When the rear sight is set for a range of 262 yards, a foot 
soldier is covered at all distances between the poirt and the 
firer, Hewili also be struck for 75 yards beyond that point. 
This distance of 262 yards may be termed the range corre a 
ing to the maximum dangerous space. On this account the men 
shall be habituated 1n firing with the sight fixed at the nearest 
mark—that of 300 yarde—and should be taught that with this 
elevation their fire will be generally the moat effective. A simi- 
lar application should be made of the succeeding tables.” 

Thus the conclusivun is inevitable that it is the lateral 
adjusiment of the Burton combination ‘* hausse ” and 
its more perfect mechanical construction, which recom- 
mends it for service, and not the abandonment of any 
well established principle of sighting. Let us, then, 
avoid the misnomer of ‘* buckhorn” sight until the 
** hausse ” be replaced by a fixed eye-piece ; and the 
soldier draws his sight and elevates his piece ‘‘ with- 
out botheriog his head as to how many hundred yards 
are included in distances,”

SOMETHING ABOUT THE “ BONITO.” 


Durine the year 1848 the schooner Bonito was 
quite conspicuous among the naval forces of the 
Americans against Mexico. The Bonito secured some 
prizes in the shape of bungos, canoes, etc., which 
amounted to about $20,000. The following list gives 
the names of the officers and men on board the 
rman Bonito at the time of the captures of the 
ungos:

Mr. Sloat was at the time absent from the Bonito 
performing the duty of inspector on board the English 
schooner Antelope. The Guoner’s Mate, John W. 
Gillchrist, was at the hospital, the others were so for- 
tunate as to be at their posts on the brave little 
Spanish-American vessel. The commander of the 
Bonito often recounted in after days the exploitsof that 
war time, and fought agin in imagination the M-xican 
cruisers. He often said that Mr. Reily was one of the 
bravest and most trustworthy of the young officers un- 
der his command during bis experience. Many years 
later when a peace had been won, the Captuia of the 
Bonito hailed the ship on which Mr. Reily was sailing 
in distant seac—sailing ur known to its crew into that 
port from whence they come not bick to us save in 
sleep through the ‘‘ gates of ivory” and ef “pearl.” 
Captain Boyle, in the Southampton, passed on the 
outer border of one of those terrific gales known asa ty- 
phoon. Lieutenant Reily, to whom he had spoken 
but a half hour before, was in the very centre of this 
monstrous funnel into which his ship was drawn, to 
be seen never again by mortal man. Few readers of 
the papers have forgotten the name of a youth, Wm. 
Reily, a brave, handsome soldier, who Jay calm and 
rigid in the beauty of death, with Custer’s men, on 
that fata] day in June, 1876. He was the son of Lieu- 
tenant Reily, who was “‘ lost at sea.” 

I have beside me a letter, dated September 20, 1848, 
in reference to the distribution of the pr'ze money for 
two echooneis taken at Chapultepec River by the Bonito. 
The letter is written and signed by a well known 
Marylander, William Pinkney Whyte. Tbe names of 
the captured schooners were the Guadalupe and the 
Joconita, There was captured also a boat helonging to 
the pilot establishment on the river near Frontera. 
This boat was afterwards given up, owing to an order 





The following is the official description which accompanies 
the foregoing letter : 
Springfield Rifle and Carbine Sighis, Model 1879. 


The rear sight of the Springfield arms, known ag the 
model of 1879, difiers from those of previous models in 
having a buckhorn shaped eye-piece attached to the slide ; 
aud also that the slides can be moved sidewise, to enable 
the markem-n to correct his aim for wind, drift and errors 
of construction of piece. The only exception to side motion 
is at the lowest—or 100 yards elevation—where the sight 
notch is intended to be always over tie axis of the piece. 

The front sight of the arme to be made hereafter will be 
thinner at the base, the rear edge will be vertical, and the 
top will be slightly rounded and polished, to give a brilliant 
point or ** bead ” in service firing. 

It consiste of a base, a leaf and a slide, with under cut 
slot for the base spring. 

The upper edges of the sides of the base are knurled, 
leaving minute offsets to prevent the slide from moving 
forward when the pieceis fired. The rifle and carbine bases 
and leaves are of the same 8/z3 and shape ; they only differ 
in the position of the graduation marks, and are distin- 
guished by the letters R for rifle and C for carbine. 

The letter B placed opposite the 260 yard elevation mark 
indicates the most suitable elevation for firing at an ene- 
my’s line of battle ; with this elevation, and the aim taken 
at his feet, the enemy will be hit wherever he may be within 
a range of about 400 yards.

The elevation marks for 
these ranges will be found on the back of the leaf. The 
upper left corner of the leaf, with the tip, gives a range of 
1,600 yards. 

The base spring is similar to the one now in service. 

The buckhorn plate, rear and top views—the V-shaped 
notch in the lower edge embraces a pin projecting from 
the lower part of the leaf, for the purpose of centering the 
slide when at the 100 yards elevation. The graduations on 
either side of the notch are for the purpose of regulating 
the side motion of the slide. 

The other parts are as follows, viz.: The slide block, the 
slide plate, the slide spring, and the slide screw—two in 
number, The pointe of these screws are rivetted, and no 
attempt should be made to turn them out. 

New sights issued to replace old ones in the field will 
have base sorews with slotted heads, so that they may be 
turned in with a common screw-driver. The old sights may 
be removed by slotting the heada of the base screws with a 
three-cornered file, and turping them out with a screw-driver 
with a handle. As far as practicable, special files for this 
work will be issued with the sights, uatil the change is com- 
plete.

AMERICAN ORDNANCE ABROAD. 


CapTaIn EpWARD PALLis#R, late of 7th Hussars, 
British army, bas recently published a work on 
‘* United States Artillery.” We have not as yet seen 
this work, but the following remarks upon it by the 
Broad Arrow will give some idea o1 its merit: 

Just at this juncture, when the public mind is exer- 
cised over the prospect of a Royal Commission on the 
best system of artiliery, a subject forced upon us by 
the accident on board ber Mujesty’s ship Ziunderer, 
Captain E. Paliiser’s book, and its apparently unde- 
niable facte, are of the greatest impurtance, and de- 
serve the dispassioaate and careful cunsideration of all 
thoughtful Englishmen, and certainly of thoee whose 
duty it may be to weigh the couflicting statements 
with which the advecates of the varivus artillery 
systems are already flooding the press. The opening 
paragraphs, whicb, however, are almost irrelevant to 
tne scientific points at issue, are the only onee with 
which we feel inclined to juin issue. There is no truth 
reached, no advantage gained, by the exaggerated sel f- 
abasement which has become habitual to nations under 
the spasmodic system of government, in which fits of 
apathy and retrenchment alternate with the extrava- 
gant expenditure due to panic. Captain Pulliser’s 
opening paragraphs would imply that the people of 
the United States were especially blessed iu baving no

A New Exptosrve.—The stiff of the Austrian 
artillery bave been for some time engaged io making 
experiments at the arsenal of Zamky, says Galignani's 
Messenger, ov a material which is said to possess tar 
greater explosive power thun any other substance 
hitherto discovered. During a series of investigations 
relative to dynamite and compressed gun colton, M. 
Nobel found that the lavter could be prepared in such 
a way that it could be completely dissolved in nitro- 
glycerine. The product is a gelatinous and gummy 
substance which, at the highest pressure, does not part 
with any of the nitro-glycerine. That explosive gela- 
tine resists water, cannot be fired by any shock, but 
only goes oft with difficulty and imperfectly when ig- 
nited. Further experiments showed, however, that 
with it a new compound could be formed, admirably 
adapted to all military purposes. This is prepared by 
simply adding a little camphor to the gelatine. The 
proportions are 4 per cent. of the former to 96 percent. 
of the latter, which consist of 90 per cent. of _nitro- 
glycerine and 10 per cent. of fulmi-cotton. The gela- 
tinous mass is elastic, transparent, of a pale yellow 
color, and can be cut with a knife. When set on fire 
in the open air it burns like dynamite or dry compressed 
gun cotton. It only takes fire at a very high tempera- 
ture, and the action of the camphor is very evident in 
that respect, for the ordinary gelatine by itself ex- 
plodes at 200 deg. Centigrade (392 deg. Fahrenheit), 
while the heat required tu produce that effect after the 
addition of the camphor cannot be test d by any of 
the apparatus usually applied to that purpose. The 
new composition cannot be fired by a blow, even from 
a projectile; it shows no sign of alteration even after 
having been left in running water for 48 hours. When 
solidified by cold it forms a mass resembling sugar- 
candy, and is then more sensitive to mechanical action, 
but as soon as it is thawed it resumes all its original 
properties. When exploded, however, it produces 
less smoke than dyamite or gun cotton, with a clearer 
and more sonorous report, and has far greater force 
than either. The principal objection to its adoption 
was the difficulty of igniting it, put that has been over- 
come. When cotton fiber is subjected ,to the action of 
sulphuric acid, a white pulveruient substance is ob- 
tained, which has received the name of hydro-cellu- 
lose, is easily soluble in nitric acid, when it becomes 
nitro-dydrocellulose. This compound, mixed in the 
proportien of 40 per cent. with 60 per cent. of nitro- 
glycerine, forms the most powerful means of ignition

@UR DEFENCELESS COASTS. 


In the vetoed Army Appropriation bill that passed 
Congress last month, the amount set apart for the 
urgent item of converting smooth-bore heavy ord- 
nance, was $50,000 ; and a motion of Mr. McCook to 
increase this pitiful sum to $100,000, was promptly 
voted down in the House. The annual Fortification 
bill passed by the last Congress provided for little 
more than the routine repairs of existing forts, quite 
ignoring the needs of shot-proof casemates and iron 
shields forcannoniers. Such facts, repeated year after 
year in the legislation of Congress, show the perilous 
blindness of that body to the fact that our entire en- 
ormous coast line, Atlantic, Pacific, and Gulf, and all 
the harbors and the great cities on that line, are sub- 
stantially defenceless. and at the mercy of an attack 
by even second rate European powers. ‘ 

Aware of the perils and. needs of the country in 
the matter of sea coast defence, Major-Gen. Gillmure, 
whose distinguished name is a guarantee for all that 
he may say on a problem of military engineering, 
has contributed to the professional organ of the two 
services, the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, 8 series of 
three masterly articles, covering the whole subject. 
In these articles he shows conclusively that we have 
no guns capable of repelling a modern fleet ; that we 
have no forts in which the batteries snd the men 
serving them are fully protected by casemates and 
iron shields against the tremendous artillery now car 
ried in armored vessels and against the prodigious 
showers of shots and bullets to be obtained both 
from heavy ordnance and smaller machine guns; 
that our largest cities on our best harbors are the 
least protected of all, because war vessels of the 
heaviest draught can approach them ; that nowadays 
some of the most formidable English turret cruisers, 
like the Jnflevible, though armed with 81-ton guns, 
draw but 25 feet, thus permitting their approach to 
within shelling distance of nearly all our coastwise 
cities of importance, and covering clustered popula- 
tions aggregatiog three millions and clustered prop- 
erty aggregating two thousaod millions ot dollers 
with their eusy and destructive range. The only 
possible defence against these attacks must consist of 
forts, torpedoes, and fleets; and the question arises 
as to what should be the relative reliance on eaca. 

At this point Gen. Gillmore arranges a strong argu- 
ment for trusting mainly to fixed forts supplied with 
powerful artillery und aided by the planting of sta- 
tionary torpedoes along the line of hostile approach. 
Defence by fleets he considers out of the question 
(save in exceptional instances, where approaches are 
too wide to be covered by land batteries), because 
defensive fivets should be as powerful as the attack— 
ing; and to accumulate all along the coast enough 
ships to meet an attack promptly anywhere, when 
the enemy has his choice of points, would involves 
prodigious expense. Gen. Gillmore does not ex- 
clude floating batteries trom the problem of defence, 
but claims that they must take a subordinate place. 
To the sphere of torpedoes he devotes the third arti- 
cle of his series in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, 
and he holds that much of their efficacy is due to 
their power over the imagination ; that, in fact, they 
have frightened away enemies who could safely, or 
with good chances, have encountered them, This 
point he illustrates in the case of stationary torpe— 
does by the records of the war for secession, although 
he holus very strongly that, with knowledge and ex- 
perience since acquired, they may be made excellent 
allies of shore deiences. On offensive torpedoes or 
torpedo boats he places but little reliance, and quotes 
the records of their achievements in the Kusso- 
Turkish war in support of his judgment. 

It is exactly at this point tuat we should judge 
Gen. Gillmore’s argument capable of disastrous refu- 
tation. The torpedo boat system is still in its first 
stages, and is capable of enormous possibilities. 
What may have been accomplished, or may have 
failed to be accomplished, by the Whitehead or fish 
torpedo, inthe Russo-Turkish war, has as little to do 
with what may be accomplished by the perfected 
torpedoes of the future under perlect management, as 
the fixed furts of the South, so easily captured or run 
by, during the rebellion, would have to do with the 
fixed forts to be planned and armed henceforth by 
Gen. Gillmore. We have reason to believe that when 
the new Ericsson torpedo boat, with its appliances, is 
perfected and in the hands of the Government, an in 
strument of unprecedented value and importance 
will be added to the resources of coast defence, 

But leaving that matter aside, Gen. Gillmore’s 
plea would not lose in cogency and urgency by ad- 
mitting the full value of the offensive torpedo. Wibs- 
dom warns us against relying for so important 
matter on a single appliance of defence, Great as 
are the hopes of the coming torpedo vessel, the need 
of heavy ordnance for our forts and our ships is not 
a whit less urgent. Such ordnance, capable of cop— 
ing with that of foreign nations, can be turned out 
from our American workshops, if Congress will give 


the order.

OUR SEA COAST DEFENCES, 

Mosr intelligent people are doubtless aware, in a 
general way, of the weakness of our eeaboard fortifica- 
tions. They know that the forts built to protect our 
coast cities and harbors are constructed upon obselete 
systems, and have not bee n strengthened in their struc- 





ture or armament to keep pace with the great im- 
provements made in recent years in the appliances of 
naval warfare. They will hardly be prepared, how- 
ever, for the statement that these works are practically 
no defences at all against the powerful armored ships 
and heavy long-range guns now 
European maritime powers, and that they could be 
battered down or run by before they could inflict seri- 
ous damage upon an assailing fleet. 

Yet such is the unpleasant conclusion which must 
be drawn from a series of articles just publishec by 
General Q. A. Gillmore in the ARMY AND Navy Jour: 
NAL. This distinguished engineer officer shows that we 
have no guns capable of making a good defence against 
modern heavy ordnance, and that if we had the guns 
we have no places prepared to mount them where they 
could be eftectively served against armored vessels. 
In order, therefore, to protect ourselves against the at- 
tacks of war vessels of recent type, we must not ve 
procure more powerfi1l artillery to supplement our old- 
fashioned mortars and smooth-bores, but we must 
build new forts or greatly modify the old ones. Gen. 
Gillmore shows, further, that it will not do torely upon 
our Navy alone to protect our coasts, because our Navy 
is notoriously weak in comparison with the navies of 
the leading foreign powers; and even if it were as 
strong as that of any possible enemy, it must be sup- 
ported by efficient shore defences unless we would risk 
the safety of our great maritime cities on the uncertain 
result of an equal sea combat. The efficiency of tor- 
pedoes, on which we have been chiefly relying of late 
for harbor protection, Gen. Gillmore thinks has been 
greatly overestimated. By very simple contrivances 
of boums and tackle, vessels are able to pick up torpe- 
does concealed in a channel, and the experience of the 
last war in Europe, when the Russians made great 
eftorts to destroy the Turkish ironclads with steam 
torpedo launches, demonstrated that a vessel has at 
least ten chances to one to escape uninjured from sucb 
attacks. In fact the chief value of torpedoes seems to 
be their moral effect rather than their efficiercy as 
actual weapons, and it is doubtful whether they can be 
relied upon to frighten off hostile fleets when tbe pre- 
sent safeguards ayainst them have been further per- 
fected and tested in actual warfare. 

There has been a notion current of late years that for- 
eign governments are building their new ironclads of 
such heavy draught that most of our harbors are secure 
from them by reason of the shallowness of the chan- 
nels. Gen. Gillmore shows that there are more than 
half « dozen fine harbors on our Atlantic coast, includ- 
ing Portland, Boston, and Hampton Roads, accessible 
to the largest war vessels that have yet been built, and 
tnat we have not a single important harbor which has 
not sufficient depth of water to pass half the armored 
cruisers of Great Britain, all the German armored ships 
except one, two-thirds of those belonging to the Italian 
navy, all belonging to the Russian navy except two, all 
belonging to the Austrian navy except three, all be- 
longing to Holland and Turkey, and a large portion of 
those owned by France and Spain. 

The War Department cannut justly be blamed for 

the defenceless condition of our sea coast cities. Year 
after year the Chief of Engineers bas asked for muney 
tu improve the forts, and ine Chief of Ordnance has 
shown that we are destitute of long range heavy artil- 
lery. The decretary of War has transmitted the re- 
ports of these officers tou Congress, with urgent recom 
mendations that appropriations be made sufficient to 
begin the work of rebuilding and rearming the princi- 
yal fortifications, but since the Democrats have been 
in power it has been impossible to get money enough 
even to keep the works in tolerable repair. The party 
which holds the public purse is too busy with schemes 
for capturing the Presidency in 1880 by force and 
fraud to pay attention to such a subject as the condi- 
tion of our harbor defences. Even it the Democrats 
could be persuaded to consider a system for the gradual 
strengthening of the seaboard fortifications, their hos- 
tility to the Army and everything that pertains to 
National power and authority would no doubt jead 
them contemptuously to reject it. We must wait for 
a Republican Congress to take hold with intelligence 
and patriotism of the problem of making our coast 
cities secure in the event of a foreign war.

ig satisfactory to find that toe use of mirrors as a 
means of conveying signals in the open air has been 
adopted with success both in Afghanistan and in South 
Africa. By the simple flashing of beams of light, re- 
flected by a small mirror from one point to ancther, a 
system of telegraphy is established which cannot be 
interrupted by any mortal agency. Only the intercep- 
tion of the sun’s beams by clouds or fogs can interfere 
with the transmission of signals, noiselessly, and in a 
manner imperceptible to all save the two parties com- 
municating with each other, who may be distant many 
miles. Signals of this sort have been transmitted 
with ease across the Straits of Gibraltar, and read with 
equal facility; and the practice is not unknown in 
Australia. Mr. F. C. Brown, of the Sydney (Australia) 
Morning Herald, states that some four years ago Lieu- 
tenant Parrott, of the Volunteer Engineer Corps of 
New South Wales, conducted a series of very success- 
ful experiments in mirror telegraphy, using discs, 
about six inches in diameter, of polished metal covered 
with glass. At first the distance separating the two 
mirrors was irom six to ten miles, but eventually the 
system was tested from the Kurnajong Mountain, 
about 1,500 feet above the level of the sea, to the 
light-house at the entrance to Port Jackson (400 feet 
above sea level), a distance Cirect of nearly 40 miles. 
A small mirror is all the apparatus necessary, and all 
the skill required is to reflect the sun’s beams in the 
desired direction, and by means of a simple turn of 
the wrist to flash ‘‘ dots and dashes in the same way 
as the Morse telegraphic alphabet is represented by 
flag signals. Fortunately, in South Africa the sun’s 


beams may be depended on during a large portion at‘ q 


least of most days during the dry season, which in 
Natal has just commenced. It is a remarkable fact 
that a system of sun-signallipg exactly akin to that 
now fortunately established between Ekowe and Fort 
‘fenedos has been known and practised among the 
Nez Percés Indians. Mr, Brown gives a still more 
remarkable instance of this method of signalling, 
stating that successful tests have also been effected by 
moonlight for a distance of four or five miles. It 
would be possible to supplement this sun and moon 
telegraphy on dark nights by a similar system of 
alternately obscuring and displaying, at longer and: 
shorter intervals, a powerfully reflected electric light. 





One of the military balloons made at the Woolwich: 
Arsenal, 800 cubic metres in size, has been wrecked. 
When about to be tried, a strong current of wind set 
adrift, and took it up to the clouds where it burst. 
The London Daily News, talking ot these balloons, 
says: An unusually large balloon, to be culled the- 
Saladin, of 88,000 cubic feet, is nearly complete, 
while two smaller—the Talisman, 19,000 feet, and the 
Saracen, 15,000 feet—have been finished, and already 
made ascents. The Vedette, 14,000 feet, is ready for 
trial, and the Pilot, a small supply balloon of 600 
feet, has been tested to good purpose. Some very 
interesting trials have taken place recently with the 
Talisman in a captive state. A great many ascents 
have been made to a height of 1,400 feet, at which 
position the balloon is held by a rope, and signals by 
flashes and disks have been exchanged with the earth, 
practice at which the sappers who form the balloon 
class have become expert. Most of these men have 
been sent up in order to familiarize them with the 
novel sensation, and several officers of the army who 
are desirous of acquiring an insight into the new mili- 
tary art have availed themselves of the same oppor- 
tunity. The gas is retained all night, so as to be of 
service day after day, and arrangemeuts are now being 
made to establish telephonic communication with the 
car when aloft by means of the mooring rupe. The 
practicability of sending up a fresh supply of gas toa 
balloon by means of the little pilot was prettily 
demonstrated. 

In conformity with the enagement entered into by 
Fran’e and Germany inv 1871 to keep up the tombs of 
soldiers buried iu their respective territories, the French 
government has taken action in 1,438 communes, situ- 
ated in thirty-six departments and containing the 
remains of 87,396 victims of the war, 37,859 French 
and 21,876 German soldiers have separate sepulture, 
while 27,661 bodies whose nationality could not be 
positively distinguished have common graves. Mauni- 
cipalities and private committees have erected 349 
monuments, families 88 and Germany 69. The 
French government has constructed 25 large ossuariee, 
with imposing ornaments, at an expense of 782,477 
francs. The total outlay has been 2,287,896 france, 
and there will be an annual vote for the conservation 
of the graves and memorials. 

Tue Daily News’ correspondent at St. Petersbur 
says (bat the Russian expedition to Central Asia wil 
take place under any circumstances. If the Eastern 
Roumelian difticalty be settled satisfactorily no nostile 
movement against Merv will be made. The expedition 
in tbat case would be simply for the purpose of ex— 
ploration, und would consist of a force ot from two 
thousand to three thousand men. In the event of 
Operations against Merv the force would consist of 
20,000 men, drawn from the army of the Caucasus,

The t busi men of New York aud Brooklyn 
seriously complain of the amount of time wasied by their em- 
ployees of the guard in the duties absolutely neceseary for the 
proper mairctenance of drill and discipline, and in numerous 
cases men are ‘diecharged on account thia losa of time; yet 
here are four and perbaps fixe days—for very few of ‘he men re- 
ported for bueiners on Taesday morning—wasted in what the 
JougnaL has so often termed a military janket. Wha! benefit 
in to be derived from trips of this sort, ether in dii/l or disci- 
pline? As the experience of a large majority of officers show, 
they help to break down disciplive and injure the morule uf the 
command. What can be said then in their favor ? 


New YorK anp Brooktyn.—PFor the past three years the 224 
New York aud 23d Brookiyn have received and paraded with each 
other in either city. The 22d went to yer y Jast year as the 
guests of the 23d, and were the observed of all obeervers during 
the Jong march aad review by the Mayor, etc. This year the 
23d visited New York, the occasion being the inspection day of 
both commands, aay May 24. On that day, at the close of 
the inspection, the 22d in ful! aniform, heavy marching order, 
proceeded to the Wall street ferry at the close of its inspection, 
and there, having formed line, formaily received the visiting 
regiment. The 23d after passing presented arms to the New 
York command, and the line of march was taken up through 
Wall street and Broadway to the City Hall amid the plindits of 
the spectators. At the City Hall a marching salute was given 
to Mayor Cooper and the Board of Aldermen. The short rest 
taken while awaiting the arrival of the Mayor helped to rest the 
men afier their steady tramp, and as the head of the colamn 
swung into the broad space in front of the Hall each and every 
man was on his mette. Both commands had afront of twenty 
full files, the 22d nine companies and the 234 eight; and as one 
company after the other passed it was hard to determine which 
was the best, 80 accurate were step, distances, and alignments. 
If the Brookiyn authorities are proud of the 23d, the Mayor and 
Aldermen of New York have every reason to boust of the disci- 
pline and proficiency of the 22d. The route was continued up 
Broadway to 14tb etreet, 4th avenue and into the Plaza, where 
the regiments, for want of space, were formed in two lines, Col. 
Ward acting as brigadier-general. The spsce immediately sur- 
rounding the brigade was denre y packed with spectators, and it 
was with difficulty that the strong force of police were able to 
preserve roum for Major-Gen. Shaler and Suaff, the rev ewing 
party. The review in line was poe om! conducted, the rank 
and file of both commands being remarkably steady during the 
inspection inline. The passage, however, was nut perfect and 
was far behind that at the City Hall; true the men were very 
steady, but the break from column of fours at the right hardly 
allowed for the gaining of proper distances ere the reviewing 
point was reach: d. The step was not always accurate nor were 
the salutes anything like perfect. In the two regiments, Co. B, 
224,and Co, A, 23d, carried of the palm for best marching, 
distances and salu'es of officers. After passing, the column was 
reformed in East 16:b street and line of march again taken up, 
to Madison avenue and 26th street, Sth avenue, i4th street to 
the armory of the 22d, where a boun'fal collation was 8 read for 
the now well tired soidiere. It is needlese to ray tna: the “‘ De- 
fendams”’ were perfect hoste, or that the Brooklyn b»ys were 
handsomely attended to, to be the guest of the New York 22d is 
eurely sufficient guarantee. Afier an enjoyable two hours the 
23d was escorted to the ferry at West 231 street where they em- 
barked for home well pleased with their visit to New York. 

On Monday. May 26, at the close of the muster of the 9.0 New 
York, the regiment proceeded to the railroad depot at Forty- 
second street, there to receive the 13th Regiment of Brooklyn 
on its return from Canada, an‘ escort it through New York Cl y. 
The 13th was on time, and after the ueusl ce-em« nies couumno 
was formed witb Brig.-General Vilmar, of the New York Brig- 
ade, in command. and the command started for Wall etree: ferry. 
after the general’s staff came the Cavalry Troop, 5th Brigade, 
Brooklyn, presenting & — apoeararce and eliciting most 
unfavorable comments ‘rom the dense mass of spectators. Next 
followed the 9th New York, Coi. Uscir KyJer, ten companies, 
24 files front, in magn ficent shape, step regular, ranks well 
closed, and aliguments perfect. it was no wonder that cheer 
after cheer wae given to the command, its solid appearance and 
steady marching well dererving the handeome tribute. In rear 
of the 9th came the 13th of Brouklyn, beaded by Co}. Austen, ten 
companies, sixteen files front, and looked tired ana weary, in 
full drese, he avy marching order, each man decorated with the 
* Lorne tartan,” and a profusion of medals received from their 
Canadian hosts. Chajlain Beecher, who rode inthe centre of 
the staff. was the ob« rved of all observers, and the dense crowds 
which lined the sidewalk, warmly app'anded his appearance 
a fact which he did not fail to recoguize aud appreciate. The 
Britieh flag presented to the regiment was also much admired. 
At Wall street a marching salute was paid to Gen. Vilmar, after 
which the regiment crossed to Brooklyn, where it was received 
by tbe 23d, and escorted to the armory. On reaching the Han- 
eon Place armory the 13th was dismieeed. 


MaseacnuseTts.—The State inepections have fairly com- 
menced, the 5th regiment having ite parade on Wednesday, May 
21, and Battery C of the let Battalion of Cavalry on the follow- 
ing Saturday, 24th, at Melrose. 

Tne Sth regiment paraded upon the Common, and showed 
eight solid commands of sixteen files, double rank. The uni- 
form ie bandeome and well adapted for show, yet is made of 
good serviceable material, as is showr by its excellent condition 
to-day. The organizition reported by companies, and shortly 
after 2:30 adjutant’s call suunded for line of batile formaticn. 
This was very poorly done by the left wing, and it was mainly 
owing to the careleesness of the sergeant major in placing the 
guides, whose dis'auces were not only incorrect, but wko were 
out of all alignment. This was heightened by imperfect dressing 
of two company commanders, who left thir command to do the 
work without correction. The salute to Gen. Berry wae well 
rendered, and the steadiness of the men was uvifurmiy excellent 
during the pasesge of the reviewing party around the line. The 

ase in review was, for the most part, good. In starting off, 

owever, there was a — bitch, caused by the band havin 
insufficient distance to the right. The whole line was obliged 
to mark time for several seconds, not a company being abie to 
tike the fali,length step. The change of direction was excelient., 
The field and staff made a good ealute, and this was repeated 
throughout nearly the whole line. One comm)srioned officer 
(a lieutenant) failed to salute, and several failed to glance 
towarde the reviewing estend. The non-commissioned staff did 
not glance to the tight as they passed, The marching ws good 
and distances excellent, but aligumepis were not gcod in the 
centre companies of the regiment. The band ceased playing 
after the left company had pn eee and proceeded to iis furmer 
position more like a flock of sheep than a military band. The 
drum-major wae surely to blume for aliowingit, Someh wafter 
passing, several of the companies gained distance, aud when the 
command wheeled iuto lise there were several uely looking 
gapstobe eeen, Column of com; anies for inspection was very 
well done, but it does seem etrange that company Commauders 
will persist in “ grabbing * thei: guides and jerking them into 
— If officers would bear in mind that they should never 
ny bands upon guides, they would learn a very valuable lesson. 
Ranks were very well opened, with the exception of the color 
guard, which were bebind hand, The men showed a magnificent 
steadiness during the inspection of dress aid general appearance 
and several were obliged to succumb from the eflecis of the heat. 
The minor pointe of the ceremony were generally good, but we 
could not help noting the dissimilarity of command apd posi- 
tions, a8 interpreted by the various company commanders. 
However, us before stated, the work was generally well done. 
All State propesty was well kept, the rifles particulurly being in 
fine shape. be duty of the inspecting oflicers was not firat 
clause, and (here isa very great chance for improvement. Com- 
pany drill followed, and only two compenies failed to acquit 
themeclves in a creditable manner. The new additions to ihe 
5th, Cos. D and C, the Jatter only recently formed, came up for 
a good sbare of attention, and they both did weil, warmly merit- 
ing the hearty applause which was given them. A very good 
battalion drill came next, and the day's tour of duty closed with 
adress parace. The 5:b has excellent material in its ranks, and 
is a good, solid, and reliabie regiment. It did not do quite as 
weil as we have seen it, and was considerably behind last years’ 
inspection. No serious errors occurred, bata kind of hesitancy 
seemed to permeate the command, causing movements to drag 
along and lack life in execution, which is the beauty in military 
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work. However, the regiment has no reason to feel ashamed of 
ite work, which will undoubted improve when it again comes

PENNSYLVANIA.—First Regiment Infantry, Philadelphia,—In 
accordance with orders, the semi-annual inspection of this com- 
mand was made by Brigsde Inspector Hepburn on Monday 
ev ning last, at the Riak, 23d and Chestnut s'reets. I: was fully 
8:30 o’clock (half an hour late) when the adjatant and sergeant- 
mejor made their ir accompanied by two markers 
whom they proceeded to establixh near one corner of the room. 
The firet company shortly made its appearance in column of 
fours, followed by a fours left anda march the length of the 
room in company front, followed py the second and third com- 
— in same order, a proceeding wh.ch it was no doubt 
mtended shonid be followed by all the companies, but was mis- 
understood and badly marred by some; a right forward, fours 
right, followed by a march in coinmn of fours back along the 
side of the room with a fours left, forming line against the 
markers at the right of the line. The necessity or propriety of 
their use in establishing a line in this position was not app:rent. 
Dispensing with a review, a wheel into column of companies for 
inspection was immediately made, though not without a number 
of faulty dreesings—more particularly in the left wing. The 
general appearance was excellent, and reflected credit upon ali 
counected therewith. Considerable unsteadiness was manifested 
in some of the re«r companies, but should be looked upon with 
some degree of tvulerance, as the large audience assembled to 
witnees the inspection (some fifteen hundred) helped to render 
the building exceedingly warm; indeed oppressive; and standing 
perfectly tteady was almost an impossibility. As a review did 
not precede, none followed the inspection, although it might 
very easily have been accomplished '.y the Austin-Murris syste:n. 
Although the order for the inspection required proficiency to be 
shown 1n dril!, but a few minu es were given to the subject; to 
the rizht close column of companies being the only purely bat- 
talion movement well executed by the first (&) and second (H) 
companies, badly by the third, leading to the same blunder in 
the Fourth. The fifth—color compasy—made amends somewhat 
for its predecessors, although through them its distance was 
hardiy correct. The m vement was rather indifferently 
executed by the companies in the left wing (with excep- 
tion of the tenth which was excellent) as regards dis- 
tance, otherwise were very fairly carried out. Column 
of fours with a march around the room was irregular in 
step and only passable in maintenance of distance First 
company, fours left, at end of room, followed in succession by 
the several companies as they arrived at that point, formed 
column of companies, a march in same, and change of direction 
never gave a better illustration of the bad effect produced by 
twoerrors of frequent occurrence, that of pivot men not taking 
steps of nine inches forward, which we may say is aimos' 
habitual, and the other of not coming fall up to the wheeling 
point. Not more than half the companies bad compieted the 
change of direction before the balance were on the top of them, 
with a shorteted step, and finally almosta mark time Most of 
the wheels were executed with exceedingly good alignments, 
and it was noticeabie that the last company was brought full up 
to the wheeling point. A ekirmish drill by Co. E followed, and 
was f. irly executed. A very well executed dress parade closed 
the evening's work, only a few minor errors being noticeable; 
one in presenting the battalion and a few others among the 
company officers.

The battalion presented a good appearance 
general y, but was lacking, we may say, in every other respe:t 
bcing deficient in bearing, discipline and drill, officers being very 
far from proficient io their duties from the Major dewn, the 
only exceptions being Capts. Martin and Hogart. 

ItL1no1s —The men of the National Guard who were engaged 
in the riots of 1877 have just received their pay in warrants on 
the Treasury. Toere being no paymasters under our military 
code, which the civil law does not recognize as disbursing 
officers, every man is compelled to endorse his warrant on the 
treasurer, mail the same to that officer and receive in returns 
draft on New York, which he can convert into cash at the 
expense of twenty-five cents. A sumewhat roundabout way, 
and one which the new law now before the Senate will not 
remedy, as this does not make any provisions for a more direct 
manner of payment of troops upon pay rolls similar to those 
in use by the U.S. Army. This new law, however, is an im 
provement on the present one inasmuch as it does away with 

aymesiers altogether, as there are no duties tobe performed 

y sach officers. The bill forthe new law as stated in these 
columns som» time ago has paseed the lower House, and it has 
now reached the order of a third reading in the Senate, bat it is 
feared isin danger of defeat before the final vote; party lines 
b-ing very closely drawn upon it, the Democrats and Socialists 
opposing the bili, while the Re, ublicsns, with one or twoexcep- 
tions, favor it. The present week will determine its fate in ail 
probab li y. In the event of the passage of the b'li the clau e 
forbidding armed bodies of men, not organized under tbis law, 
from drilling or parading, may possibly create some feeling of 
uneasiness, owing to the avowed purpose of the socialistic or- 
ganizations to resist the same. Shouid this feeling spread t» 
any considerable extent among the business men of our commer- 
cial centres the prospective encampment at Freeport. on July 2 
to 5 will be very much reduced in magnitude and beneiits, a» 
the Commander in-Chief would undouotedly deem it his duty to 
withhold his consent to the different commauds leaving their 
homes. Men and officers would feel this a great disappointment, 
as very low rates of transportation have been obiained, and 
really much good was expected to be accomplished in the 
direction of instruction and efficiency. The foilowing changes 
in the staff of the 1st Brigade are announced: W. S Scribner, 
first Meutenant and A. D. U., to csptain ard A Q M., vice 
Lyon, resigned: Sergt.
